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NEW LAWS FOR THE BANKS 


AMENDING THE CHARTER BILL IN 
THE SENATE. 

ANOTHER DAY SPENT IN DEBATE—SILVER TO 
BE COUNTED AS PART OF THE RESERVE 
-—-A SECTION PROHIBITING OVER-CERTI- 
FICATION ADOPTED—A VOTE TO BE TA- 
KEN TO-DAY. 

Wasnineton, June 21.—Although Mr. 
Allison earnestly requested the Senate to con- 
tinue in session to-day until the Bank Charter 
bill should be passed, the Senators became fa- 
tigued at 5:30 o’clock, after discussing the bill 
for three and a half hours, and sent it over 
until to-morrow, after reaching an under- 
standing ‘that at 5 o'clock to-morrow debate 
shall cease anda vote be taken on all pending 
amendments and the bill, The amendments 
already offered were nearly all disposed of 
to-day, the one of importance remaining be- 
ing that offered by Mr. Vest. This is a sub- 
stitute for the whole bill, and provides for the 
winding up of all banks whose charters may 
expire and the increase of greenback cur- 
rency, to take the place of redeemed national 
bank bills. 

The first business to-day was a vote on Mr. 
Allison’s amendment permitting silver as well 
as gold certificatesto be counted as part of the 
reserve of national, banks. It was adopted 
without opposition. Mr. Aldrich, who has 
taken a more active interest in this bill than 
in any other measure before the Senate this 
session, pressed an amendment to section 12, 
providing that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in his discretion, may suspend the 
issue of gold certificates when the 
sold coin and bullion in the Treasury falls be- 
ow $100,000,000, Mr. Bayard made a speech 
on this amendment, a great part of it being, as 
most of Mr. Bayard’s speeches are, inaudible 
in the galleries. It could be gathered, howev- 
er, that he was in favor of requiring a larger 
rather than a smaller coin reserve to be 
kept in the Treasury. Mr. Allison was 
of the opinion that a smaller reserve would be 
sufficient. Of the $346,000,000 of circulating 
notes issued in 20 years, he thought not more 
than $300,000,000, or at most $320,000,000 were 
in circulation. The sale of 95.000,000 of bonds, 
under the law of 1875, for redemption pur- 
poses had constituted a sufficient fund. Mr. 
Bayard was strenuous in his demand that 
whatever the fund for resumption pur- 
poses might be, it should be held sacred. An 
animated discussion followed between Mr. 
Bayard, Mr. Allison, and Mr. Aldrich, the 
first insisting that $100,000,000 was not enough 
reserve, Mr. Allison considering it ample, and 
Mr. Aldrich maintaining that it should not be 
less. Mr. Aldrich said that his amendment 
was designed to prevent banks from combin- 
ing and to deplete the Treasury of its reserve 
of gold coin and bullion. 

Mr. Ingalls participated in the debate before 
it closed, and he opposed the hoarding of gold 
and succeeded in having a verbal amendment 
incorporated in Mr. Aldrich’s amendment, 
which was then adopted, it being made man- 
datory on the Secretary of the Treasury to sus- 
pend the issue of gold when the limit of the re- 
serve was reached. Another discussion was pro 
voked by Mr. Coke’s attempt to have the word 
**shall” substituted for ‘‘may,” in that 
part of the twelfth section providing that na- 
tional banks could have silver as well as gold 
certificates counted as part of their lawful re- 
serve in the settlement of clearing-house bal- 
ances. Mr. Shermanand Mr. Aldrich both ob- 
jected to this, explaining that clearing-houses 
were not under the control of Con- 
gress and that Congress had no right 
to say what they should receive. 
Mr. Bayard, finding that Mr. Coke appeared 
to be in the dark as to the character of clear- 
ing-houses, made an explanation of their busi- 
ness. Mr. Allison rather sharply expressed 
his sympathy with the criticisms made upon 
the clearing-houses, particularizing the New- 
York Clearing-house, which he said had been 
very absurd in persisting in its advocacy of a 
single standard of gold. He would willingly see 
it compelled to behave itself, but he had 
such faith in the ultimate success of the 
double standard, that he was willing silver 
and gold should go side by side before the 

yeople, freely and not upon compulsion, and 

be hoped the bill would not be broken down 
with compulsory provisions. Mr. Coke’s 
proposition was disposed of = a substitute 
offered by Mr. h. This took the place of 
the last clause of the twelfth section, and 
orovided that no national banking associa- 
tion shall be a member of any clearing- 
house in which silver certificates shall not be 
received in such clearing-house balances, Mr. 

Coke accepted this substitute. Mr. Bayard 

pbjected to the proposition {as a wanton and 
unnecessary exhibition of power on the part of 

Congress. Mr. Beck and Mr. Maxey spoke 

for the amendment, and Mr. Pugh, who 
thought a large part of the people and a large 
majority in Congress desired silver put on an 
equality with gold in coinage. A vote was- 
taken and Mr. Pugh’s amendment was adopt- 

sd—29 to 20. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Allison to the 
seventh section, providing that nations! banks 
whose charters have expired, as well as 
those whose charters shall hereafter expire, 
may avail themselves of the provisions 
of the act, was adopted. Mr. Beck 
then offered a new section, making silver and 
other coin certificates a legal tender, and com- 
pelling banks to receive them as money on the 
same terms that they receive gold coin, under 
penalty of forfeiture of charter, fine, and im- 
prisonment for refusal. This, after a brief 
discussion, was voted down—22 to 29. Then 
Mr. Beck brought forward his section to 
punish over-certification. lt was amended 
upon Mr. Morrill’s motion by substitut 
ing the word ‘fictitious’? in place of 
“temporary,” in qualifying the word “ obliga- 
tion,” and upon Mr. cars suggestion the 
words ‘‘ by order of the Board of Directors of 
the bank” were stricken out. Mr. Hoar ex- 
plained that in city banks it would be imprac- 
ticable to get the Directors together to order 
the certification of acheck. Mr. Allison ap- 
proved of the section as amended, and Mr. 
Aldrich said it would have been accepted long 
ago if the amendments just made had been 
suggested by Mr. Beck. As adopted, the sec- 
tion is as follows, the words in brackets being 
those stricken out to-day : 

“ That any officer, clerk, or agent of any national 
banking association who shall willfully violate the 
provisions of an act entitled ‘an act in reference to 
certifying checks by national banks,’ approved 
March 3, 1869, being section 5,208 of the vised 
Statutes of the United States, or who sball resort 
to any device or receive any fictitious [temporary] 
obligation, direct or collateral, in order to evade 
the provisions thereof, or who shall certify checks 
before the amount thereof shall have been regularly 
entered [by order of the Board of Directors of the 
bank] to the credit of the dealer upon the books of 
the banking association, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor ard shall, on conviction thereof in 
any Circuit or District Court of the United States, 
be fined not more than $5,000 or shall be impris- 
oned not more than five years, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court; provided, that nothing in this 
act containedj shall relieve any banking associa- 
tion from any of the penalties prescribed in the act 
and section to which this act refers.” 4 

The Senate desiring to adjourn, Mr. Allison, 
having first obtained unanimous consent that 
a vote should be taken to-morrow at 5 o’clock, 
consented, and the bill went over.

THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 
THE HOUSE POSTPONES THE BILL FOR A NEW 
BUILDING TILL NEXT SESSION. 

WaAsHINGTON, June 21.—It is very unfor- 
tunate for the Congressional Library that-dif- 
ficulties connected with the selection of a site 
should prevent the erection of such a building 

as the library sorely needs, The library 

is suffering in the close quarters it 
now occupies, a great part of it is 
inaccessible, and many ‘of its valuable col- 


lections are going to ruin. Nothing but 
the unusual intelligence and energy of the 
Librarian, Mr. Spofford, make it valuable to 
those who desire to use it. In the last Con- 
gress, the joint covamittee and the experts em- 
ployed agreed upon Judiciary-square as the 
site for a new building. A report was made 
in accordance with this decision, but the Sen- 
ate refused to. accept the selection and voted to 
buy the square directly east of the 
Capitol grounds. No action was taken 
in the House. At this session, the 
wemmitier .. having. in favor 
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of buying this site, known as the Capitol Hill 
site, but the House to-day refused to pass the 
bill, owing, in the main, to assertions about the 
existence of a rea] estate ring interested 1n the 
sale of the Capitol Hill property. The onl 
foundation presented for the assertions, whic 
were made by Democrats, seemed to be the 
fact that several New-England men, mainly 
from New-Hampshire or Vermont, have for 
some time owned a considerable part of the 
property which the committee decided to buy. 

r. Townshend, of Illinois, aroused the 
Chairman of the committee, Mr, Rice, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Mr. Reed, of Maine, by asking 
if the charges about the work of the ring had 
been investigated. Mr. Townshend’s assertions 
that the Capitol Hill site had not been advo- 
cated by any Western or Southern member 
were shown to be incorrect, for Senator 
Voorhees, who at first favored Judieiary- 
square, now favors the hill. It was asserted 
that the real estate owners had levied an as- 
sessment and used the money to employ 
counsel in behalf of the site. The debate was 
quite a warm one. When it. began there were 
on the floor seven ex-Congressmen who are 
known as Congressional attorneys, and they 
soon withdrew. Mr. Geddes, a member of the 
committee, advocated the selection of Judi- 
ciary-square, because the other site would 
be very expensive, while the square belongs 
to the Government, which owns much vacant 
land in the district. Mr. Randall, who resides 
near the Capitol Hill site, copes its selec- 
tion. He moved to tabie the bill. The House 
refused to do this, but agreed, upon motion of 
the member in charge of the bill, to postpone 
further consideration of the subject until next 
session. 

Judiciary-square is the more central of the 
two sites, and the weight of argument is in its 
favor. ‘the bill proposed an appropriation of 
$1,500,000, and Mr. Geddes holds that the build- 
ing and Capitol Hill site would cost $11,000,- 
000, or about twice as much as the committee 
estimated. It would be difficult to get the 
Capitol Hill site, on which stand many valua- 
ble residences, without long delay and great 
expense; and many would be unwilling to see 
so large and costly a building erected so near 
the Capitol. But something ought to be done 
at once for the library.

THE HEAD MONEY BILL. 
A DISAGREEMENT AMONG MEMBERS WHICH 
CAUSED ITS RETURN TO THE HOUSE. 

WasHINGTON, June 21.—The House bill 
for the regulation of immigration, better 
known as the *‘ Head Money bill,” which was 
passed on Monday under a suspension of the 
rules, was to-day recalled from the Senate and 
returned to the House, and it now lies on the 
Speaker’s table. It seems that there is a 
disagreement between the members of the 
House Commerce Committee. According to Mr, 
Richardson, who introduced a bill requiring 
the steam-ship companies to pay a tax of 50 
cents each for immigrants landed at United 
States ports, a meeting of the New-York dele- 
gation was held to consider the subject, and 
Mr. Van Voorhis and Mr. Hewitt were made 
a sub-committee to prepare a bill. The result 
of their labors was a_ bill introduced py 
Mr. Van Voorhis. It seems that one 
provision was liable to the construction 
that pauper immigrants were to be returned 
from any part of the country, and that the 
committee objected to this and suggested that 


‘the bill should provide for their detention at 


and return from the ports when landed. Mr, 
Van Voorhis’s bill also provided that the cost 
of their return should be met out of a fund in 
the hands of the Emigration Commissioners. 
The trouble now seems to be that the 
bili was left with Mr. Van Voorhis by Mr. 
Richardson, to be again submitted to the com- 
mittee for inspection, but that Mr. Van Voor- 
his, probably for the pv se of getting it 
through the House without delay, handed it to 
Mr. Reagan, with the assurance that the com- 
mittee approved it, and that Mr. Reagan 
brought it forward on Monday, supposing it 
to be ina shape acceptable to the committee. 
Mr. Van Voorhis, who was conspicuously 
interested in passing the bill, ssia_ to- 
night that the report that the bill passed 
was the wrong one is not correct. 
When he last submitted it to members of the 
committes it provided for the collection of a 
head tax of 50 cents from the steam-ship com- 
panies for each immigrant landed, and re- 
quired the companies to reship every convict 
or criminal person and all insane and helpless 
persons at the expense of the companies. 
President Hauselt and Commissioners Ste- 
phenson, Lynch, and Taintor, of the Emigra- 
tion Board, arrived here to-night, accompa- 
nied by MessrsKrutina, Hanemann,and Steiger, 
and to-morrow will go before the Commerce 
Committee, 1f they can be heard, and urge 
early action in the House. They wiil also re- 
quest Senator Miller to introduce the billin the 
Senate and urge the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee to give it the earliest possible consideration 
and a favorable report. They are prepared to 
furnish the two committees with a graphic 
description of the distressing confusion now 
existing in emigration affairs at New-York, 
and to give abundant reasons why the steam- 
ship companies should cores upon Congress 
to refuse to pass a Head Money bill. Mr. Van 
Voorhis calied upon the Commissioners to- 
night and explained the matter as he under- 
stood it. The*Commissioners express the 
fear that the language of the bill is open to 
criticism. They say they are opposed to re- 
quiring a search for paupers out of port, and 
desire thatany bill that may be passed shail 
require the steam-ship companies to reship, at 
their own expense, all destitute and criminal 
immigrants, They say the provision to pro- 
vide a fund, to be expended by the Commis- 
sioners, might prove a temptation to a cor- 
rupt commission, and that it could be turned 
to the advantage of the steam-sbip companies 
by requiring large cargoes of immigrants to 
be returned at the expense of the fund when 
no real necessity called for such a return. 
Presicent Hauselt and Mr. Krutina called 
upon Mr. Gnenther and Mr. Deuster to-night, 
soon after their arrival, presented the whole 
subject to them, and urged them to use their 
influence to secure early disposition of the 
bill. The two Congressmen expressed their 
willingness to extend the Commissioners all 
the assistance possible to secure a good biil.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 21, 1882. 
Adjt.-Gen. Drum has received the following 
from the commanding General of the Depart- 


ment of Arizona: ‘Lieut. Hanna, with his

The Solicitor of the Treasury has received 
no response to his letter to the persons propos- 


ing to lease the water power and privileges at 
Harper’s Ferry, inviting them to appear be- 
fore him and show that their proposition was 
made in good faith; nor bas he heard any- 
thing further from the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company to show that they wish to 
make a bid for the preperty. He has conse- 
quently decided to advertise the property for 
sale at public auction to the highest bidder, 
reserving the privilege to withdraw the prop- 
erty if the bids do not justify the sale. 


Guiteau was reported by the jail officers to- 
day as unusually serious and uncommunica- 
tive.

A formal application for commutation 
of sentence is now in the hands of the Presi- 
dent, and until it has been passed upon and 
refused it cannot be said that Guiteau’s last 
resource has been exhausted. The jail officers, 
however, do not entertain theslightest expecta- 
tion of a reorieve or commutation.

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THE SITUATION IN EGYPT 


ENGLAND EXPECTED TO ADOPT 
AN ACTIVE POLICY. 


A CABINET COUNCIL AT WHICH LORD DUF- 


FERIN’S INSTRUCTIONS ARE AGREED 
UPON—THE NEW EGYPTIAN MINISTRY— 


ARABI PASHA GIVEN CONTROL OF THE: 


ARMY. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 21.—Arabi Pasha, 
Ragheb Pasha, and Ahmed Raschid Pasha, 
members of the new Ministry, returned 
to Cairo last evening. The programme 
of the new Ministry includes the 
maintenance of the status quo and 
the fulfillment of international obligations. 
Ragheb Pasha, the President of the Council, 
was Minister of Finance under Ismail. Ruchdi 
Pasha, who is now Minister of Finance, is the 
son of a renegade Maltese. Ahmed Raschid 
Pasha, Minister of the Interior, was formerly 
Sub-Minister of the Interior. Hassan Pasha 
Cherei has been nominated for Minister of 
Works. 

The Prefect of Police, who is suspected of 
being one of the prime authors of the riot of; 
the 11th inst., and who, it was reported, had 
died suddenly, is not dead, but is paralyzed. 

Owing to a considerable falling off of the 
Customs revenue, andof the railway and 


telegraph receipts and the suspension of the 
land revenue, combined with the increased 
military expenditure, the state, both of the 
budget of revenue especially assigned to the 
service of the debt* and the budget of general 
revenue not so assigned, is causing great anx- 
iety in circles connected with the European 
Control, 

Mr. Hoede, the French Secretary of the Con- 
trol, has committed suicide here. 

Lonpon, June 21.—The Cabinet to-day set- 
tled upon the instructions for the guidance of 
Lord Dufferin at the conference. They will be 
dispatched to him to-night. It is believed that 
the Cabinet resolved upon more active and 
energetic measures in reference to Egypt. 

The sailing of the torpedo-ship Hecla from 
Portsmouth has been delayed by a fatal acci- 
dent, which causes the detention of several of 
the crew, 

Consols have declined because of the receipt 
of orders from the Continent to sell. These 
orders are caused by rumors of differences be- 
tween the powers as to the meeting of the 
conference on the Egyptian question. 

Lonpon, June 22.—The Standard says there 
is reason to: believe that there are differences 
in the Cabinet in regar) to the Egyptian ques- 
tion, and that the retirement of the Right 
Hon. John Bright, should active intervention 
be decided upon, is probable. 

A dispatch from Alexandria reports that 
the Khédive has written to Arabi Pasha in- 
trusting him with the entire command of the 
Army. 
ue A dispatch from Alexandria says: ‘* The Sul- 
tan is urging the Khédive to return to Cairo, 
and several Americans, including Stone Pasha, 
give him similar advice. The Ministers have 
ordered all Europeansin the employ of the 
Egyptian Government to return to Cairo. and 
begin work.” 

‘he News says it believes that Lord Duffer- 
in has been instructed to confine his action at 
the Conference to effecting sucha settlement 
as will provide for the maintenance 
of the rights of the Khédive, the preservation 
of the liberties of Egyptians, and the obser- 
vance of Egypt’s international engagements.

THE IRISH CRIME DEBATE. 
CLAUSE 11 OF THE REPRESSION BILL ADOP*t- 
ED—THE CONDITION OF IRELAND CAUS- 
ING MUCH ANXIETY. 

Lonpon, June 21.—In Committee on 
Clause 1l.of the Repression bill, in the House 
of Commons last evening, Mr. Gladstone stated 
that the Government proposed to introduce 
words limiting the power of Police search at 
night to occasions when there is reasonable 
suspicion that a secret society is actually hold- 
inga meeting. The Irish members accepted 
this as a reasonable and important.concession. 
Clause 11 was adopted by a vote of 259 to 45. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Mr. 
Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, in 
opposing various limitations to the right of 
search, appealed to the members to expedite 
the Repression bill. Every day, he said, gave 
the Irish executive fresh reason to regard the 
= of the country with deep and increas- 
ng anxiety and added seriously to the re- 
sponsibility of those who prolonged the dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Gladstone, receiving a deputation of 
Scotch farmers to-day, spoke strongly in favor 
of ‘compensation for improvements made by 
tenants and the abolition of entail, though he 
despaired of legislation on the subject this year. 

The Police precautions for the safety of Mr. 
Gladstone, which were recently allowed to 
lapse, have again been resumed. 

The Globe says there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Thomas Walsh, who was arrested 
last Saturday in connection with the seizure of 
arms and ammunition in Clerkenwell, will be 
tried for high treason.

NATIONAL BANKS POWERLESS TO JOIN THE 
PROPOSED SYNDICATE. 
PROVIDENCE, June 21,.—Another deal has 
been made to-night, and Gen. Butler and the 
Spragues appear to hold the trumps. It was an- 
nounced that Senator Aldrich conferred with Con- 
troiler Knox on Saturday, and learned from him 


that national banks could join the? syndicate 


for the purpose of obtaining possession of the 
Sprague estate for a song, and on 
the strength of that assertion the national banks 
of this city and State and several in New-York, the 
latter holding $1,000,000in trust: notes, joined the 
syndicate. Gen. Butler, learning that Controller 
Knox had given such an opinion, telegraphed as 
follows:

Am informed that the Controller has given an 
opinion that a national bank has the power and 
capability to subscribe for and hold stock in a land 
and manufacturing company organized to buy prop- 
erty in which such bank has claims as a creditor, 
in order to secure such claims. Having a very pro- 
nounced opinion to the contrary, I desire to 
know if such decision has been made, so the 
question in due form may be submitted to the Attor- 
ney-General. Please answer by. wire,

While an answer to this was being waited for, 
it was discovered that Controller Knox had 
written to the Cashier of a national bank 
on the same subject, the Cashier doubting what 


Controller Knox was alleged to have told. Sen- 
ator Aldrich. The ietter was dated the 
14th inst., and in it Mr. Knox says that there 
has evidently been a misunderstanding, 
referring presumably to his reported con- 
versation with Senator Aldrich. He 
says, also, that he does not think that national 
banks can lawfully make investments of 
cash means ifn the stock of a new wi 
ration formed for the purpose of buying 
the Sprague property and operating it in the man- 
ner set forth by the charter of the Union Liquida- 
tion Company, or that they can sell the property 
and apply the proceeds to the liquidation of loss 
by the Sprague debt. The question of the power to 
make investinents of stucks,&c., was passed upon by 
Chief-Justice Waite in the case of the First Na- 
tional Bank. of Charlotte.vs. The National Exchange 
Bank, of Baltimore, (92 United States, 112,) in 
which he said that National Banks were not 
expressly probibited to make such investments, 
but.such a prohibition is implied from the failure to 
grant the power todo so. Subsequently the fol- 
lowing was received by Gen. Butler, who sent it 
here from Boston.

Have given no.such opinion, but have merely said 
that I saw no objection to banka taking atock in a 
corporation where the sole effect would be to change 
the form of overdue indebtedness.

Gen. Butler wrote to Col. Amasa Sprague to- 
night, and in his letter he said: 

“IT could not well believe that any such opinion 
had been given, and [, in your _ presence, 
made a telegram to him to which I inclosed 
inclose his answer. I am giad to know that he 
has not given any such opinion, and upon refiection 
you willl see that it is impossible for a national bank 
legally to become a stockholder in a manufactur- 
ing or other corporation. The reasons are nn- 
merous, one of which is that as such, the 
amount of thelr indebtedness conlad never be 
determined by their returns, unless it could be ascer- 
tained to what amount they were liable as such stock- 
holders of any other corporation which they could 
not manage, A defalcation or misfortune might 
make them Hable to the whole amonnt of 
their capital stock. But I will

matter, so much so that I should have no hesitation 
in seqguine sult against a bank that would do that, 
asand for a forfeiture of its charter, or foran in- 
junction against its so doing atthe suit of the credit- 
ors or stockholders.”

THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL IN CHINA, 

Hone Konc, May 27.—A serious discussion 
is reported.as in progress in the Tsung Li Yamen 
upon the course to be pursued respecting the anti- 
Chinese action of the United States.

A CLOUD AT ANNAPOLIS 


DISSATISFACTION THAT IS KEENLY 
FELT BUT NOT TALKED OF. 
NEW SUPERINTENDENT AND HIS METHODS— 
PRESIDENT ARTAUR’S RECENT VISIT 
TO THE NAVAL ACADEMY—STORY OF 

FINLEY’S DEATH. 


ANNAPOLIS, June 21.—This town of the 
last century has changed as suddenly froma 
gay and lively place to a deserted village as 
Broadway in its lower part changes from a 
busy thoroughfare at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon to a deserted street at 8 in the even- 
ing. Inside the Academy things are not 
much better. It is the Summer holiday, 
when most of the buildings are empty, as many 
of the officers are away as can get leave, and 
the Cadets are all gone, getting instruction 
and amusement at the same time, on board 
the training ships. The excellent Naval Acad- 
emy Band still plays its tunes morning and 
evening, and this is the only thing to show that 
the whole place has not gone to seed, except 
the three or four marines, with immense white 
hats and unloaded muskets, who keep guard at 
the gates. But notwithstanding the general 
dullness of things, there is one topic on which 
everybody connected with the Military Acad- 
emy is very unwilling to talk with outsiders, 
but which would be of interest to the public 
could it be fully brought out. This is an 
undertow of dissatisfaction with the manage- 
ment, running slow, but deep, thatis sure to 


bring trouble if itis not remedied. The dis- 
satisfaction, which no officer or Cadet attached 
to the Naval Academy will express openly, is 
with no less a person than the Superintendent, 
the grand master and absolute ruler of the 
whole place. Though the Cadets are for the 
most part aboard the two war vessels at an- 
chor in the bay, some of them are still to be 
seen about the town, as brown as berries and 
as healthy as so many farmers, 1 was walk- 
ing through the Academy grounds with one of 
them this morning, looking at the sights. It 
is a beautiful place, with its many acres of 
well-kept lawns, its substantial buildings, and 
the brackish waters of the bay bathing its 
edges. Westoppedin front of an unpreten- 
tious granite monument, not far from the 
rausic stand. 

‘* This,” said the Cadet, ‘tis the monument 
that President Arthur came here to see a few 
days ago. The moaument keeps in remem- 
brance the brave act by which the President's 
father-in-law lost his lite.” 

‘“‘The President’s father-in-law ?’ 
him. 

‘*Yos, certainly,” said the Cadet. ‘This is 
the Herndon Monument, you know. Capt. 
Herndon had charge of a ship called the Cen- 
tral America many years ago. He was some- 
where down the coast in her, with a lot of pas- 
sengers and a big crew when she was caught 
in a storm. There was no chance of saving 
the ship, and Capt. Herndon got all the 
women and children safely ashore, and some 
of the male passengers. He and the crew 
went down with the ship, and their bodies 
were never found. It was bravely done, and 
this monument is to keepitin mind. Capt. 
Herndon left several children—among them 
a daughter, who afterward became the 
wife of Chester A. Arthur. So _ the 
President’s sons came here to look at their 
grandfather’s monument. There was a good 
deal of astonishment in Annapolis at the 
way the President was received. In the good 
old days, when there was always an Admiral 
or a Commodore at the head of the Academy, 
a visit from the President was a grand affair. 
But this time, when we have only a Captain 
for Superintendent, the President came as if 
he might have been only the Colonel of some 
Militia regiment. He staid with the Superin- 
tendent and was attended by several of the 
Superintendent’s immediate assistants, and 
that was all. Not an officer attached to the 
post, either line-or staff, calied upon him. He 
reviewed the Cadets in the afternoon, and mone 
of the officers’ wives turned out to see the 
sight as they generally do. It made a good 
deal of talk. It was not the fault of the 
officers either. The Superintendent should 
have notified them that the President of the 
United States was about to visit the Naval 
Academy and requested them to call upon 
him. But the Superintendent did not do so 
and they did not call. I understand the Presi- 
dent was very much displeased with the way 
he was treated, but that is only hearsay, of 
course,’’ 

Rumor has it that Capt. Ramsay, now 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, was 
one of the early friends of Miss Herndon, who 
afterward became Mrs. Arthur, and that he is 
one of the men who are to be ‘“* looked after” 
by the President. At all events, he is one of 
President Arthur’s intimate friends, and owes 
his present position entirely to his acquaint- 
ance with the chief Executive. His appoint- 
ment made a good deal of stir in naval circles, 
and the wonderment is not yet over. 
He is the lowest officer in rank who 
has ever held this important position. Up 
to the breaking out of the civil war, a Captain- 
cy was the highest position in the Navy and 
fully equal to the present position of a Commo- 
dore. etween 1845, when} the Academy was 
opened, and the beginning of the war, when 
naval ranks were rearranged, the office of Su- 
verintendent of the Naval Academy was held 

y four commanders and one Captain. Arter 
the war, under thenew arrangement of ranks, 
Rear-Admiral Porter was made Superin- 
tendent. He was succeeded by Commodore 
Worden, and he by Rear-Admiral Rodzers. 
Then followed Commodore Parker, Rear- 
Admiral Balch, and Rear-Admiral Rodgers 
again, who was reappointed. Rear-Admiral 
Porter became a Vice-Admiral while in the 
superintendency, and Commodore Worden, 
while in the same place, was made a Rear-Ad- 
miral. The position, it will thus be seen, has 
always been held by Naval officers of the high- 
est rank. It created a profound sensation, 
therefore, when the announcement was made 
of the appointment of one of President Ar- 
thur’s personal friends, of no higher rank than 
Captain. His —— Admiral Rodgers, 
was Superintendent from 1874 to 1878, and his 
administration was so successful that Secre- 
tary Hunt in 1881 made him President of the 
Board of Visitors, and reguested him to take 
command of the institution until his retire- 
ment on account of age, which occurred on the 
14th of last November, deeply to the regret of 
every officer attached to the post. 

It was to fill the place vacated by the re- 
vered Admiral Rodgers that Capt. Ramsay 
was appointed. This fact alone made his new 
place a hard one. Admiral Rodgers was so 
generally respected that it was almost impos- 
sible for any new Superintendent to take his 
pee in the esteem of the officers of the post. 

is age was another disadvantage. Capt, 
Ramsay is only between 45 and 50 years old, 
and is said to be by far the youngest Superin- 
tendent the Academy hasever had. His naval 
record is good. He served through the war 
with credit, and I have not found any one at 
Annapolis who will not say that he is a compe- 
tent man. Still, he is far from being liked. lt may 
easily be understood how difficult itis to get 
any positive expression of opinion, or evena 
statement of facts, from either officers or 
Cadets. The Superintendent is absolute mas- 
ter of the entire place, and he can, if he 
choose, make life unendurable for the Cadets, 
and put the officers in very unpleasant posi- 
tions. Still, statements made by persons con- 
nected with the Academy in all eavacities 
leave no room for doubt that the new Superin- 
tendent is decidedly unpopuiar, and that the 
old officers, many of whom have been sta- 
tioned in the Academy for years, are hav- 
ing themselves transferred to other posts 
as rapidly as circumstances allow. In 
proof of this, I have been’ given the 
names of three officers of importance who 
have been detached from the Naval Academy 
at their own request since the appointment of 
Capt. Ramsay to the Superintendency. First 
of these is Commander §. D. Greene, Senior 
Aid to the Superintendent, who asked to be 
transferred and was sent to Washington. 
The next is Lieut. T. B. M. Mason. of the De- 
partment of Ordnance and Gunnery, who also 
asked to be taken away from the Naval Acad- 
emy. The third was Prof. J. Russell, Soiey, 
Chief of the Department of English Studie 
History, and Law, Prof. Soley was attach 
to the Acaderay for many years, and his re- 
moval makes a vacancy that, it is believed, 1t 
will be hard to fill satisfactorily. In addition 
to these gentlemen who have already gone,

Cadet Finley was subject to 
fits of despondency, and threatened more 
than once previously to take his life, being 
tearful that he would not be able to pass the

after the cruise, he did very well with the ex- 
amination till he reached the subject of gua- 
nery, in which he was badly deficient. He was 
engaged to be married and was very much 
atraid of having to return to his home and 
sweetheart in Bucyrus, Ohio, without being a 
full-fledged naval officer. The followin 
account of this tragic incident, which, it wi 
be seen, differs materially from the “‘ official” 
statement telegraphed from here yesterday, 
was given me this morning by one of Finley’s

PECK’S FALSE STATEMENTS: 


MAIL SERVICE PAID FOR BUT NOT 
RENDERED. 

MORE EVIDENCE! REGARDING THE DALLES 
AND BAKER CITY. ROUTE—A FRAUDU- 
LENT AFFIDAVIT?BY PECK—EXPEDITION 
THAT YIELDED ‘ $43,000, Bur wAs NOT 
PERFORMED: FOR A YEAR. 

Wasnineton, June'21.—The Government 
continued to submit: evidence to-day in rela- 
tion to the star route-from The Dalies to Baker 
City, Oregon, on which the annual pay was 
raised from $8,288 to $72,520, The testimony 
established.two points—that the sworn state- 
ment of Peck, the contractor, was fraud- 
ulent, “and that the speed was not 
increased for-one year:after expedition had 
been ordered by Brady,;: although the Govern- 
ment had been paying’ for this increase of 
speed from the date when the order took 
effect, some of the-time at the rate of $43,000 
per annum. The route was 275 miles long, 
and when Peck :took‘the’ contract he agreed to 
make two trips a week on a schedule of 120 
hours, :or at the rate of about 24¢ miles per 
hour. The.sworn statement made by Peck as 
to the additional men and horses which would 
be needed if.the speed should be increased to 
3 5-6 miles per hour’ was as follows:

These sworn statements are very important 
papers, becausie they furnish the basis for com-~ 
‘puting the additional allowance to pe made 
for increased: speed. The Government put on 
the stand to-day the drivers who carried the 
mail over the route in 1878 and 1879, the 
Postmaster‘ at Cafion City, a driver who 
carried thesmail in 1880.and 1881, and the man 
who kept stock for the contractor, and who 
had carried the mail both before and after 
Peck’s term began. It:was shown that instead 
of only 8 men and 10 horses on the whole line, 
there were.in constant use-30 horses and 4 men, 
at the date-of the sworn statement, on only 200 
miles of the route, or that part from The 
Dalles to Canon City.

A JEALUUS LOVER'S ORIME. 


KILLING HIS SWEETHEART AT THE SIDE OF 
HIS RIVAL-—ESCAPE OF THE MURDERER. 
Port ORAM, N. J.,.June 21.—Minnie Che- 

guin, ayoung woman 17 years of age, was mur- 

dered here last night by her jealous lover, James 

Trigione, while she was walking witha young man 

named Henry James. The couple were scrolling

It was also shown that the route has no im- 
portance as a through line, being wholly local. 

he through line, connecting with the East, 
extended from Kelton, on the Union Pacific 
Road, north-westward to The Dalles, touching 
this route only at its eastern terminus, This 
through route formed direct connection be- 
tween Baker City and The Dalles, the termini 
of the route under consideration. The East- 
ern mail for the western part of the 
Peck route went over tke through route 

‘to The Dalles, and was then brought 
back as far as CGaifion City, a place 
of only 400 inhabitants. This evidence dis- 
posed of any claim thatthe route-was of suffi< 
cient importance to warrant so great an ex~ 
penditure upon it. Thethrough mails east and 
west all went over the other line, which ex- 
tended between the same points.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The examination of 
the mail-carrier, Fisk, was resumed in the Criminal! 
Court this morning in connection with the star! 
route trials. Almost at the outset objections were 

~made by the defense to this witness’s testimony. 
on the ground that the operation of the route was 
a matter of official record. In the course of the 
discussion which followed, Mr. Totten inquired 
whether the court would rule out all evidence con< 
cerning acts committed prior to May, 1879. Judze 
Wylie answered positively in the negative, adding 
that the prosecution had a right to go back of the 
statute of limitations and prove circumstances! 
contributing and leading up to the conspiracy 
which existed within the past three years. A dis- 
position was shown by the defense to prolong the! 
argument, but the court impatiently declared that’ 
he had heard enough of the matter and would not 
submit to further argument. He would adhere ta 
— decision and the defense might take an excep< 
on. 

The examination of the witness was again re. 
sumed. He detailed the number of trips made by 
himself over the route, the time-tables, and other 

‘particulars. The number of men employed was 2, 
and of horses 14 when he made the trip from 
South Forks to Baker City twicea week. From 
Baker City to Cafion City the weight of the mai 
averaged 200 pounds; on the return trip this wag 
reduced to about 10 pounds. 

Cross-examined—Used a two-horse team because 
it was furnised by the contractor, and not because, 
it was necessary: never heard of Stephen W. Dor- 
sey in connection with the mall service. 

oseph E. ‘Masterson, of Cafion City. another 
carrier, was called, but his examination was inter-, 
rupted by the court, who inquired of Mr. Bliss tha 
object of this kind of testimony.

A recess was had, and when the court reassem- 
bled the topograpbical clerk, Borden, was recalled 
for the purpose of identifying the maps of this 
route. Emil Schultz, of Camp Watson, Oregon, 
was next placed upon the stand. He testified that 
he had af one time been a sub-contractor on the 
route from Baker City to Cation City. Afterward 
he had acted as an agent forthe company, and had 
purchased horses with which to stock the route. 
Ten had been used at the beginning of the service; 
two more had then been added, and finally it was 
suggested that still more be purchased. The testi- 
mony of this witness, as well as of those preceding 
him, appeared to have been introduced by the 
prosecution for the purpose of proving the falsity 
of the contractor's affidavit as to the stock re- 
quired for the equipment of this route. 

The cross-examination was directed to obtaining 
an admission from the witness that a number of 
men and horses were employed upon the route for 
supplying feed and other requisites to the stock 
actually used in carrying the mails. Mr. Schultz 
acknowledged having written and circulated peti- 
tions for increased service upon the route, and said 
he believed that they truly represented the needs 
of the country. He had circulated the petitions at 
the suggestion of Mr. Williamson, the agent of the 
company, but had done it from the purest motives, 

The witness was requested by Mr. Hine ta give 
his experience in the service in 1878, when the In- 
dians raided the country. His object was, said Mr. 
Hine, to show that the raids rendered necessa 
the employment of a large number of men an 
horses. “ Why, we claim that you did not tse 
enough,” said Mr. Peck. ‘ According to your own 
aitidavit, eight men and ten horses (the number 
named in the affidavit) never performed the ser- 
vice on that route.” He added that it was repre- 
sented that 26 men_and :66 horses were required 
under the expedited schedule, and the defendants 
got the difference between the two ratios. The 
witness then told of his pursuit by Indians while 
carrying the mails, and, at the request of the 
court, described the buck-board wagons upon 
which the pouches were carried. 

William Cowne, of Camp Watson, Oregon, astep- 
son of the preceding witness, a mail-carrier on the 
route under consideration, was next called, and 
corroborated the testimony given by his father. 
Upon cross-examination he said that half a dozen 
or more reserve horses were kept along the line. 
They were not included in the estimate of the num- 
ber required for the service. Extra stages had 
been run, using the regular horses. 

Clark Pierce, another stage-driver, also testified 
as to the equipment of the route. He said that up 
to November, 1879, the fast time schedule had not 
been put into operation. 

Edwin Hall, Postmaster at Cafion City, described 
at length the business of his office and the opera- 
tion of the route. During his cross-examination, 
Mr. Bliss interjected a remark which caused Mr, 
Wilson to exclaim: ** Your Honor, we want Mr. 
Bhss sworn. He holds papers that we want, and 
we are going to subpcena him anyway.” 

The cross-examination brought out nothing of 
importance, and the court adjourned until to- 


morrow.

THE OFFERINGS OF JAMAICA.

A FRUIT ORCHARD FOR THIS COUNTRY 
IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED STATES, 

Sir Anthony Musgrave, K. C. M. G., Gov- 
érnor of Jamaica, the most important British pos- 
session in the West Indies, arrived in this City yes- 
terday, with Lady Musgrave and three young sons, 
to spend a brief holiday North. Sir Anthony Mus- 
crave is one of the oldest members of the co'onial 
service, and during the last score of years has gov- 
erneda dependencies of the mother country in every 
quarter of the globe. In conversation with a Tres 
reporter he said in reference to the condition of 
the colony: 

" The fruit trade of Jamaica with the United 
States is still in its infancy, but is growing at a 
really marvelous rate. A few yeurs ago fruit was 
atterly neglected in the island, but to-day it hasa 
most respectable position among the local indus- 


tries. Previons to 1870 the quantities of oranges, 
bananas, and pines shipped to New-York and other 
Atlantic ports from Jamaica were very insignifi- 
cant. There then existed poor facilities for export- 
ing this perishable produce. The Atlas Steam-ship 
Line, subsidized by the Government, has, however, 
proved of great value in developing the trade, and 
at the present time the boats of that line bring fruit 
regularly to New-York all the year round, 
while small steamers and schooners in quest 
of fruit visit Jamaica from _ Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and even New-Orieans, The 
hipments of fruit this year from Jamaica to the 
Jnited States have been heavier than in any year 
before, and the value of the fruit may be estimated 
at from $400,000 to $500,000. Two years ago the 
yalue was over $250,000. Iam giad to bear testi- 
mony to the fact that but for American energy and 
enterprise the trade would have had literaily no 
existence. On the north side of the island 
jhe banana trade has been entirely created 
and built up by pushing men, Capts. Bush 
ind Baker, both employed, I understand, in 
be American coastwise and West India _ trade, 
ihe future of the trade is now assured, and I can 
pniy wish that more Americans such as those I have 
named and othersin the enterprise would direct 
their attention to the chances offered by Jamaica. 
{J should add that the export of oranges has in- 
creased quite as quickly as that 6f bananas, and 
that the prospects of tne whole fruit industry, re- 
covered from the severe and depressing hurricane 
pf August, 1880, are as bright as one can well wish 
them to be. 

“The cinchona bark from Jamaica commands the 

ighest price in Engiand, and the result js that 
eon et of acres at lofty elevations bave been 
planted with cinchona, Tne good effect of this 
tep will befseen within 10 years, and, remembering 
hat the United States consume enormous quanti- 
ties of quinine, it is safe to infer that Jamaica bark 
will always find purchasers bere should the Eng- 
\ish demand fall off—an unlikely contingency. The 
Government is now offering fine lands for cinchona 
gta merely nominal price, and inquiries have al- 
ready been received in Jamaica from the United 
States on the subject. Cocoais another product 
receiving attention, and as its cultivation will gen- 
prally go hand in hand with that of bananas, I shail 
pot be at all surprised to find Jamaica, in the course 
of a few years, a formidable rival of Trinidad, 
where cocoa is nowastaple. Jamaicain bygone 
days exported cocoa in large quantities, and there 
are now many indications that this cultivation is to 
be exten-ively resumed.” 

Sir Anthony was asked ff the cultivation of these 
new products would not divert attention from the 
old staples of the island—sugar, rum, and coffee. 
** By no means,” he replied. ‘Coffee has been de- 
pressed for some time, but in Jamaica the ten- 
dency is still toward larger export and larger culti- 
vation of it. Witn regard to sugar and rum, 
Jamaica is this year in a better position than at 
any time during the last decade, and on perhaps a 
decreased acreage of cane the island wili make an 
pnormous quantity of sugar. Reports reach me 
from every sugar-producing parish of the Island of 
heavy crops, such as have not been known in many 
years. As there is a determination to Improve the 
nuality of the sugar, the quantity of rum may not 
be greatly increased, but it will etill be notably 
large I believe. Coming as this crop does after a 

ear of come depression and distress, it is a great 
neni and full advantage ts being taken of it. 

“In my opinioa,” continuea the Governor, ‘‘the 

»olitical agitation in Jamaica has died out, having 
Pad little reallife init. It arose from a readiness 
to attribute to political causes events and circum- 
ptances arising from the cyclone and drought of 
148,—two disasters which pinched everybody. I 
believe that the present form of Crown Govern- 
ment Is the best tor the island under existing con- 
Gitions, and that it must of necessity prevail for 
many years tocome. The peasantry are in a con- 
tented, prosperous state and baye no desire for 
any change. The security afforded by a strong 
Government in the island has led to the investment 
of foreign capital at low rates and to the prose: u- 
tion of new enterprises. This security, with the 
favorable agricultural outiook and the work 
pow being done on the Panama Canal, has 
led proprietors in England and Jamaica to 
look more closely after their estates, and 
bas Gone much to remove from Jamaica the unfair 
reproach of being a decayed and ruined colony. 
Tne proximity of Jamaica to the United States 
Js, however, one of the chief things in favor of the 
fsiand, and the willingness of Jamaicans to buy 
from this country is shown in the fact, to which 
I bad occasion to draw notice lately ina Blue 
Book report, that while in 1876-7 the proportions in 
which imports were drawn from the United King- 
dom and the United States were respectively 53 
and 29 per cent., they were last year 46 and 89—in 
other words, they show a remarkable gaining of 
ground on the part of the United States, Jamai- 
cans desire to see Americans take freely of their 
products, and they will buy as freely in return— 
not only of four, pork, &c., but of manufactured 
articles—tools, furniture, ana the like,"

THE LOSS OF THE RODGERS 


A THRILLING STURY OF DISASTER 
FROM THE AROTIO SEA. 
FUTILE EFFORTS TO SUBDUE THE FLAMES 

—HOW THE MEN WERE SAVED—HOSPI- 
TALITY OF THE NATIVES, 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy has received a dispatch from 
Lieut. R. M. Berry, commanding the Rodgers, 
which was destroyed by fire in St. Lawrence Bay, 
dated at Camp Hunt, Eteelan Island, North-east 
Siberia, Jan. 7, 1882, as follows: 


I have the honor to report that at 8:45 A. M., Nov. 
80, 1881, a fire was discovered in the fore hold of the 
Rodgers, underneath the donkey boiler room. The 
crew went quietly and quickly to thelr stations; 
the hatches were closed, and two streams were 
soon playing, one from the steam-pump worked by 
the donkey boiler and the other from the deck 
force-pump, but owing to the fullness of the hold 
and large quantity of smoke it was impossible to 
reach the fire. Ina few minutes after the fore 
hatch was partially opened to admit the two 
streams of water. So much smoke was escaping 
that the men at the nozzles had continually to be 
relieved, and the fireman at the donkey boiler 
could not remain at his post. The door to the 
conkey boiler room was closed and the deck 
opened above, by which means the fires were 
kept up. The connection to the main boilers, 
which had been broken to prevent the pipes freez- 
ing, were made, the boilers pumped up, and fires 
started. The Babcock fire-extinguisher was dis- 
charged through an auger-hole over the fire; the 
Mead light oil was removed from the sail-room, 
and the powder from the magazine placed over 
the taffrail, to be thrown overboard. or 
put in the boats, as necessary. Measures were 
taken to prevent the fire from spreading aft, but to 
no avail, and it soon became evident that to save 
the ship was impossible, and al! efforts were di- 
rected to saving the people. This was difficult, as 
the young ice was of such consistency as to make 
it impossible to force a boat through it even 
sufficiently far to clear the burning ship. An 
attempt was made to beach the vessel, but 
the wind fell light and we moved hardly 
at all. The ship would not mind her helm 
and was carried by the ice and tide between Lutke 
Island and the low agpit, taking the ground about 
500 feet from the latter. Ineffectual attempts were 
made to flood the ship andtorun a line ashore 
with a boat, but she could not be forced her own 
length from the ship. The next attempt 
was made with a skin boat, which succeeded 
in conveying a deep sea line on shore, by which 
a larger line was hauled on shore and made fast 
to a piece of driftwood. The boats were warped 
ashore, but the proeess was attended with so much 
difficulty that we were compelled to desert the two 
rear boats. Before the last two boats left the ship 
at 11:45 P, M., the fire had broken through the fore 
hatch, and before the boats reached tte shore at 2 
A, M., Dec. 1, the tire had extended the entire length 
of the ship. Soon after the line bent to the stream 
anchor was burned intwo, and the ship, much to 
my surprise and chagrin, was swept out of the 
harbor by the ice, destroying all hope ot saving 
anything more from the wreck. She was last seen 
in the morning of Dec. 2 still burning and well up 
inthe harbor. The crew lost neurly ali of their 
clothing, and the officers lost a large portion of 
theirs. The official records were saved. 

After getting on shore the men were too much 
fatigued to attempt constructing a shelter, but 
slept out in the open air, wearing blankets. Open 
water made its appearance along the beach at 
daylight, and the boats were Jaunched and 
headed for the native village of Nuniagmo, 
but were driven back by the ice, and they 
were compelled to remain another night in 
a violent snow-storm, The following morn- 
ing two natives, who happened to be on the 
ship at the time of the fire, returned with other na- 
tives and all the sleds of the village and invited us 
to take up our quarters at their houses, which in- 
vitation was accepted, leaving a party in charge of 
our boats and stores, and these were subsequently 
taken to the village. The party was subsequently 
divided up among the four villages in the vicinity 
of St. Lawrence Bay, The villagers were kind and 
their houses comparatively comfortable. The 
catch of walrus is good, and we are in no danger 
from hunger or disease. We also hope by trading 
to have all the party properly clad by the last of 
the mo;th. 

I hay* been unable to determine the origin of the 
fire, but think that it was most probably caused by 
the heat of the donkey boller, charring and firing 
the deck underneath, as it was there that the fire 
broke ont. The following articles were stored in 
that part of the hold, viz.: “ime juice, pemmican, 
beef, pork, rice, beans, sugar, molasses, pickles, 
vinegar, running gear, and a large hemp haw- 
ser, which was evidently burning when the 
fire was first discovered.as there was a strong odor 
of smoke from tarred hemp. None of these articles 
are, I believe, subject to spontaneous combustion, 
The steam-pipes for heating the ship all ran be- 
tween decks with the exception of the escape- 
eee. which ran down fn the hold, but as the steam 
jad made the round of the ship before entering 
that, it could not have caused the fire. Separated 
from the fire-hold by a bulkhead was the main 
hold. containing only screened anthracite coal. 
The hold had not been entered by any one for more 
than two weeks. 

The officers and men could not have deported 
themselves better, and quiet and order prevailed 
throughout. I propose engaging ene of the whal- 
ing fieet, as soon as they shall arrive next Summer, 
to take the party to St. Michael’s, and then engage 
passage on the Alaska Commercial Company's 
steamer to San Francisco. The intention of search- 
ing the coast for information concerning the Jean- 
nette and missing whalers will not be abandoned, 
and I have already learned from the natives that 
there is an ample supply of food along the 
entire coast; so, should any of the missing 
parties reach the eoast, they will be in no 
danger of want of food. Owing to the continuous 
gales and rough water, it was impossible to exe- 
cute my intention of bmlding a bonuse on shore 
and landing a large portion of stores. One month's 
provisions, a portion of the trade articles, nearly 
all the guns, all the ammunition, except the shot, 
ot which we saved two bags, and a smali amount 
of clothing, were saved; nor could we have taken 
much more in boats had we been able to reach 
them. 

I regret that I could not send this report sooner. 
but all efforts to get a guide to Nishue Kolymsk, or 
even a messenger to communicate with this station 
without using my own dogs, which at that time I 
could not spare, were unavailing. I send this re- 
port by Mr. W. H. Gilder, pay clerk, who will re- 
port In person to the department with all dispatch 
and mail at the nearest Post Office a copy of this 
report.

In another dispatch bearing the same date Lieut, 
Berry informs the department of gallant conduct 
on the part of W. F, Morgan, Master-at-Arms, dor- 
ing the fire, by his daring efforts for its suppres- 
sion. He received injuries which made necessary 


his being placed under medical ald, and of which 
he did not recover for two weeks. He rendered 
bimself conspicuous, where all did their duty re- 
markably well. 


San Francisco, June 21.—The following 
dispatch has been received from Port Townsend, 
Washington Territury: “The steamer Idaho has 
arrived from Sitka. She brings full reports of the 
burning of the United States exploring steamer 
Rodgers in St. Lawrence Bay and the rescue of her 
crew. The revenue steamer Thomas Corwin ar- 
rived at Sitka on June 8 with the officers and 
crew of the Rodgers. The officers landed at 
Sitka are: Master D. 8. Warring, execu- 
tive officer; Ensign G. M. Story, Passed As- 
sistant Surgeon M. D. Jones, P ssed Assistant En- 
gineer A. V. Zane, and Assistant Surgeon J. D. 
Costello, and 26 men, ell in good health, the latter 
comprising the same crew that sailed from San 
Francisco, ail told. Lieut. A. M. Ber:y, command- 
er of the Rodgers, accompanied by Ensign H. J. 
Hunt, left St. Lawrence Bay Dec. 23 to sleigh the 
Siberian coast in search of the Jeannette. On 
May 13, 1882, Master Warring received a letter, 
through the natives, from Lieut. Berry, dated at 
Keoyma River, April 4, stating that he had heard 
of the loss of the Jeannette and the landing of her 
boats; that he should continue his search for the 
survivors, and should not return by way of the 
East. He directed Mr. Waring to take his party 
and make the best of his wav to San Francisco and 
communicate with the Navy Department. The 
point where the letter was dated was about half- 
way between the St. Lawrence and the Lena 
Rivers. 

At the time the Rodgers was burned she was lying 
off shore about a mile and a half. The fire was re- 
ported at about 8:45A.M. Everything was done 
to save the ship. The fire was in the lower hold, 
forward, and it is probable that the cause was 
spontaneous combustion, and the place where it 
originated was so situated that it Was next 
to impossible to get a stream of water on 
it. The officers and crew fought the flames 
to no purpose. The fire gained so rapidly 
that it became evident to her commander 
that all attempts to save the ship would prove 
fruitless, 80 about 4 P. M. the ve was headed for 
the beach in hopes that by scuttling her sufficient 
provisions might be saved to maintain the party 
until rescued. -Although from six to eight feet of 
water rushed into her fire-room, owing to coal and 
timbers choking up the passige, the water 
did not flow forward to the seat of the 
fire. The ship at this time lay about 250 yards 
from shore, surrounded by soft slush 20 inches 
thick, too soft to land upon, and yet too thick to 
force boats through under ordinary circumstances. 
Fortunately, the slép was provided with a skin 
boat, by means of which the men were enabled 
to carry a line ashore. At 10 P. M. the flames 
proceeded so far aft that’ it was determined 
to abandon the ship. Up to this moment 
the whole company was engaged in fighting fire. 
throwing overboard the combustible part of the 
cargo, taking out provisions for the boats, &c. 
But little success was had, however, in securing 
the provisions. The condition of the ice was such 
that it took until2 A. M. of the following day to 
land what could be saved. The boats were hauled 
up and the whole party encamped on the beach 
for two days, before any attempt was made to 
communicate with the natives, who came down 
with a few dredges to- assist the party 
to their village, which was distant about seven 
miles. Three barrels of flour and one of beans 
and sugar; 1 tin of coffee and about 800 pounds of 
pemmican and 75 of tobacco; 8 Remington rifles 
with 6,000 cartridges, and some trade artioles, and 
all five boats, with a complete outtit were loaded. 
The trip frum the boats to the village was very la- 
borious in the exhausted condition of the ship’s 
company, it being over hills, with snow four feet 
deep. The consists of 11 nuts, and thetribe 
are the tehis, which inhabit all 
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became necessary among the different villages 
along the coast, which was done within a 
range of about 35 miles. On the 4th of 
February {Master C. F. Putnam, commanding 
the supply depot at Cape Serdge Karmen, 
atrived at the village with four sledges loaded 
with pemmican and other provisions for the ship- 
wrecked party, he having heard of the loss of the 
ship through natives. He started on his return 
trip to the depot in bad weather, and 
was overtaken by a terrible” gale of 
wind, with drifting snow, when two days 
out, and was obliged to turn back, and in his 
endeavor to reach the village on the southern 
side of St. Lnwrence Bay, about 12 miles 
from North Head, he became separated from his 
native escort, and not being able to see 10 feet 
ahead of him, was carried out to sea on an ice-floe. 
Later in the day he was seen about seven miles off 
shore, abreast of the village. A vigorous attempt 
was made to rescue him by four of the Rodgers's 
crew and two natives in a canoe, but owingto the 
intervening i @ they were unable to reach him, 
and were obliged to put back after getting 
three miles from shore. This was the last 
ever seen of Putnam. Master’ Waring, 
leaving the ship's party in charge of Ensign Story 
procured a sledge, guide, anda dogs and searche 

the entire coast to Indian Point, and thence to 
Plover Bay, and found not a trace of the unfortu- 
nate officer. On the way down the coast four 
dogs were identified as belonging to Putnam's 
sledge. One of them had a wound through 
his neck as if made by a pistol bullet, 
under circumstances which are unaccount- 
able. The conduct of the natives was reported 
to be excellent and their humble hospitality pro- 
fuse. Their provisions of walrus and seal were at 
times very scarce, and they often went without 
food themselves to afford relief to the whites. The 
Rodgers party subsisted entirely upon native food, 
permaiioan being the principal thing reserved, it 
veing found necessary to take it tothe boats for 
preservation. Only one notable instance of ill- 
behavior upon the part of the natives is re- 
corded. During the absence of Mr. Waring 
on the Putnam search a_ turbulent chief, 
with a band of followers from a neighboring 
village, demanded the white men’s provisions. 
The situation was a critical one, but owing to the 
skiil and decision with which Ensign Story handled 
the case all danger of a collision was avoided, and 
the marauding party were sent off hunery. No in- 
dications of scurvy made their appearance until 
late in February, when several officers and men 
were the su! ject of light attacks. When at Plover 
and Marcus Bays Waring left with the natives a 
letter to be delivered to any whaling vessel which 
might visit these places informing it of the condi- 
tion of the shipwrecked crew. Capt. Owens, of the 
sieam whaler North Star, of New-Bedford, got one 
of these letters and forced his ship through 
the ice opposite St. Lawrence Bay. reaching there 
on May & and jamming his ship on the outer edge 
of the ice so as not to be carried to the northward 
by the large floes of ice flonting by, On the after- 
noon of the 14th, when the party had safely board- 
ed the North Star, pefore leaving, Mr. Waring is- 
sued to the natives all the unexpended trade 
coods, provisions, rifles, ammunition, and boats, as 
a recompense for their kind treatment. This was 
eminently satisfactory to these harmless creatures, 
80 that should a party of wrecked mariners ever 
again he cast away in that vicinity, they can rest 
assured of a friendly reception. 

The officers and men all unite in speaking highly 
of the generous efforts of Capt. Owens in effecting 
their rescue. Previous to their being transferred 
to the Corwin he offered to land them at Fort St. 
Michael’s, Alaska, or San Francisco. On the night 
of the 14th, being clear of ice, at midnight, the 
ee appeared and all hands were transferred

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE PROPOSED REDUCTION OF IN- 
TERNAL REVENUE TAXES. 

MR. KELLEY EXPLAINS AND ADVOCATES HIS 
$17,000,000 srLL—A KENTUCKY BOUR- 
BON OPPOSES IT ON PARTISAN GROUNDS 
—MANY AMENDMENTS OFFERED. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Speaker being 
absent this morning, the House was called to order 
by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan. Mr. Reagan stated 
that the bili passed on Monday last “to regulate 
immigration” was not in the shape in which it was 
intended to pass it, The Committee on Commerce 
had intended to pass a substitute for the original 
bill, but by mistake the wrong draft had been sent 
to the Clerk’s desk. On his motion, a resolution 
was adopted requesting the Senate to return the 
bill to the House. 

The House at 2:15 went into Committee of the 
Whole on the bill to reduce the internal revenue 
taxation. Mr. Kolley, Chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Meuns, explained briefly the pro- 
visions of the bill The financial condi- 


tion of the Government to-day presented 
a spectacle such as had never before been 
seen in the world’s history. The bill in question 
proposed to make areduction in revenue of less 
than $17,000,000, to take effect immediately, and 
less than $6,000,000 to take effect May 1, 1883. Last 
year the Government had a surplus of $100,000,000. 
t had then collected $860,000,000 from all gources; 
this year it would collect over $400,000,000, and its 
expenditures had been greatly reduced. He then 


compared the financia!l condition of the Govern- 


ment for the first nine months of the present year 
with its condition for a similar period of last 
year, to show that there had been an in- 
erease of receipts from each of the three 
sources of revenue—Customs, internal tax, 
and miscellaneous. At the end of the first nine 
months of 1882, there had been exhibited a ré duc- 
tion ih interest charges from $66,490,000 to $56,862,- 
000; while in 1881 the Government had expended 
$204.000,000, in 1882 it had expended only $194,000,000 
for the nine months, and the net surplus which at 
the end of the frst three quarters of last year had 
been $62,483,000, was at the end of the three quar- 
ters of the present year $104.000,000—an increase of 
$44,000,000. The bill which he was pressing on the 
attention of the House did not reduce the revenue 
much more than one third of the increase. The 
Government bad $100,000,000 surplus Jast year, anc 
when the revenue should be abated by these $17,- 
000,000 it would have this year about $135,000,000 
surplus. He proceeded to advocate the propo- 
sitions contained in the bill, which,” however, did 
not go as far as he might have wished. 

Mr. Thompson, of Kentucky, while advocating a 
general system of reduction of taxes, complained 
of the pending bill because it took the tax off the 
wealthy and did not relieve the poor laborer in 
the slightest degree. It was shaped and framed 
wholly in the interest of bankers and capitalists. 
Other things were put in merely as a makeshift to 
earry it through. ‘The repeal of the match tax 
was the Judas kiss whick was to delude the people 
into the bejef that the Republican Party had given 
them some relief. Why should national bankers 
and other bankers be relieved of the tax on their 
capital? Any man who pretended to be a Dem- 
ocrat and supported this bill was a traitor to 
his party and a betrayor of his cause. 

After a large number of amendments haa been 
offered the committee rose. Mr. Blackburn sub- 
mitted the conference report on the Military

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NORTHERN PACIFIC LANDS. 
A RESOLUTION REQUIRING THE COMPANY 

TO ANSWER CERTAIN QUESTIONS. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—At a meeting of the 
House Committee on the Judiciary yesterday a 
resolution was offered by Mr. McCoild, of Iowa, in 
which was embodied for submission to the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company a series of interro- 
gations concerning lands which have been granted 
to that company. The proposition caused an ani- 
mated discussion in committee, and as it pro- 
ceeded the argument became heated and an excit- 
ing debate ensued. Before reaching a vote the 
committee adjourned until to-day. This morning 
the resolution was taken up, and, after further de- 
bate, was adopted, with the understanding that 
any member of the committee desiring to submit 
interrogatories in addition to those presented by 


Mr. McCoid may do so. The list of questions will 
not be sent to the officers of the company until to- 
morrow, which will give members of the commit- 
tee time to make any desired adaitions. Accord- 
ing to the terms of the res lution the company 
may respond eitherin writing or through an at- 
torney. The questions embodied in Mr. McCold’s 
resolution are substantially as follows: 
I. What lands have been received by the com- 
pany under the granting act? 
Il. What lands have been earned? 
Ill. What lands have been sold? 
1V. What ts the value of the unearned lands? 
V. How much roadway has been completed? 

Vi. What has been the cost thereof? 

VIL. How much roadway ia vet uncompleted ? 
VIIL. What will be the probable cost thereof ? 

Immediately after the adoption of the MeCoid 
resolution a motion was made by one of the mem- 
bers who favors the forfeiture of the land granted 
the Northern Pacific Company (Mr. Krott or Mr. 
Townshend) that the report of the committee, 
which was concurred in by eight members, declar- 
ing that according to the provisions of the granting 
act it is not within the power of Congress to declare 
the lands forfeited, and thestatement of the minor- 
ity bearing the signatures of seven members of the 
committee prepared by Mr. Payson, of Illinois, 
which took the ground, from a legal point or view, 
that it was within the power of Congress to declare 
a forfeiture, be recommitted to the committee,so 
that it might resume entire control of the ques- 
tion with a view to its reconsideration. The 
Chairman (Mr. Reed) held that the gentleman mak- 
ing the.motion was not in order; that he did not 
approve the report of the committee, and conse- 
quently could not properly call for its recommittal. 
An appeal was taken from the decision of the 
Chair, but the decision;was sustained by a vote of 9 
against 8. The report of the committee and state- 
ment of the minority will, therefore, remain on the 
Speaker's table until acted upon by the House. 

A supplemental statement, to be signed by three 
or four members of the minority of the committee, 
wiil probably be submitted to the House to-morrow. 
This statement will recapitulate the facts shown 
by the Government records respecting lands here- 
tofore granted tothe Northe-n Pacific Company, 
together with a resolution declaring the unearned 
lands of the Northern Pacific Company torfeited. 
This statement will be signed by Messrs. Knott and 
Townshend (Democrats) and probably by Mr. Pay- 
son, (Republican.) The resolution is to be submit- 
ted chiefly for the purpose of presenting to the 
House the question of forfeiture in all its phases. 
It is thought by the committee that the railway 
company will respond to the Interrogatories within 
a short time and that the matter may receive some 
consideration by the House during this session,

CONTRADICTING A GOVERNOR. 
CATTLE COMMISSION DECLARE PLEURO- 
PN"®UMONIA EXISTS IN BALTIMORE, 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Treasury Cat- 
tle Commission furnish the following for publica- 
tion: “The statement having been made through 
the newspapers and otherwise that the Governor of 
the State of Maryland had recently officially de- 
clarea that no contagious pleuro-pneumonia, or 
lung plague, of cattle had existed in tnat State 
within the past six months, the United States 
Treasury Cattle Commission felt 1t to be their duty, 
in view of what seemed to them to be well-founded 
reports to the contrary, to investigate and ascer- 


tain the precise facts in the premises. A single 
day's investigation In the County of Baltimore has 
fully satisfied them that the disease still pre- 
vails in that State, and that at no time 
within the past six months has Baltimore 
County been free from it. The commission, con- 
sisting of Prot. James Law, of Cornell University; 
Dr. F, Thayer, of Boston, and J. H. Sanders, o 
Chicago, on Monday of this week found several 
clearly marked and undoubted cases of this dis- 
ease in Baltimore County. They also found that 
nine animals from an infected herd had recently 
been driven 21 miles along the public highway to 
Baltimore, where they were exposed forsale in the 
stock-yards, and that while in these yards, one of 
the animals was found to be suffering from this 
disease in its acute stage. at also learned that 
one animal from an infected herd in Baltimore 
County had recently been sent to Chicago, and 
they are now endeavoring to ascertain the 
precise locality to which this animal has been sent, 
80 that the dancer of the creation of a new centre 
of intection in the West may be prevented if possi- 
ble. Prof. Law and Dr. Thayer, both of whom 
have had large experience with this disease, 
slaughtered one of the diseased animals found on 
the farm of Mr. Christopher Slade, of Whitehall, 
Baltimore County, and made a post-mortem exam- 
ination of the same, and they have not the slight- 
est doubt that the disease now existing in that 
locality is the virulently contagious lung plague of 
Europe. The commission have offitially called the 
attention of the Governor of Maryland to these 
facts,’’

WADE HAMPTON’S RETIREMENT. 
anche Rise BIE 
HE DECLINES TO RUN FOR GOVERNOR OF 
SOUTH CAROLINA AND TELLS THE BOUR- 
BONS OF TUE STATE THEY MUST CON- 
TINUE TO STICK TOGETHER. 

WasuHinerTon. June 17, 1882, 

To the Fditor of the Charleston News and Courier: 
Several friends have written to me urging 
that I should become a candidate for Governor, 
and to those I have privately given my reason why 
I could not do so, but as _the press of the State has 
in various quarters broached this matter, I 
deem it proper that my views should be made 
known to the people, so that there may be no mis- 
understanding of my position. It is not neeessary for 


me, I trust, to say that 1 would willingly make any 
personal sacrifice for the benefit of the State, or 
that my services can always be commanded by 
my fellow-citizens should an emergency arise 
demanding them. But in my judgment no 
such emergency now exists, and apart from this 
there are many other cogent reasons why I shouid 
notenter the contest for the office. In the first 
place several gentlemen of bigh character, unques- 
tioned ability, and large experlence, personal 
friends of mine, have been suggested for this hon- 
orable position, and from that number one can be 
selected who can fillthe place with honorto the 
State and to himself. Under no circumstances 
would I antagonize these friends, and this reason 
is of itself sufficient to control my action in this 
matter. But there are many other reasons of 
great force which influence me. 

I am anxious to withdraw from public life at the 
earliest practicable and proper moment, and } am, 
therefore, unwilling to enter upon new duties or 
to assume new responsibilities. It was only in re- 
sponse to what I regarded as an imperative Semaee 
of the people of my State that I consented to be 
their standard-bearer in 1876; obedience to the pop- 
ular will bas kept me in public life from that time 
tothe present, but Ido not conceive that thera 
will be any necessity for my continuance in it much 
longer; certainly there can be none for my seeking 
a place which can be worthily filled by any gentle- 
man who may be nominated by our convention. I 
beg, therefore, that I may notin any way be con- 
sidered as a possible candidate. I am profoundly 
grateful forthe unvarying kindness of my teilow- 
citizens, which has been manifested so often and 
in so many ways, and if their kind feelings still 
continue these can be shown in no manner more 
gratifying to me than by allowing me to seek the 
quiet and the repose of private life. for I assure 
them that I shall .ay down the responsibilities and 
the honors they have bestowed upon me with far 
greater satisfaction than I assumed them. 

But while I cannot enter the field as a candidate, 
I shall cheerfully do all in my powerin behalf of 
the nominees of our purty if the convention gives 
us good men and a good platform. Every true 
man in the State should feel impelled by the high- 
est sense of duty to do this, if we hope to preserve 
the inestimable blessings secured to the State by 
the herolc efforts of the people in 1876. The perils 
tha! surround up now are nearly if not quite as 
great as they were thes, and the incentives to 
united action are just as urgent. It is oniy by keep- 
ing our ranks unbroken that we can maintain home 
rule and honest government, and it is dishearten- 
ing to feel that our present dangers spring not from 
the strength of our opponents, but from divisions, 
jealousies, and dissentions among _ ourselves. 
If mistakes have been committed by the 
representatives of our party, the people hold 
in their own hands the absolute power to 
remedy whatever evil has been dons. No error 
that has been committed by their party can justify 
any man who has the interest of the State at heart 
in deserting its ranks, for ali needful reform can 
be bad within its organization. I regret, there- 
fore, |evond expression to see dissatisfaction in 
any quarter because of opposition to some of the 
measures adopted at the last session of the Lezis- 
lature. Without reflecting in the slightest degree 
upon either the wisdom or the patriotism of that 
body, I think that their action in regard to the 
Registration law and the Stock law was unfortu- 
nate, but my opposition to these laws is no reason 
why I should desert the only party that has 
given honest and good government to the State 
since the war. My conception of Democracy is 
that the majority should rule, and those who op- 
pose the measures mentioned will have the oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining at the next election on 
which side the majority stands, Should it be the 
popular will that these laws should be repealed or 
modified, the next Legislature can take action in 
that direction. We may rest assured that no re- 
dress of any evil can be had by the restoration of 
Radical rule, and in the present condition of races 
and parties in the state, an Independent is, if pos- 
sible, worse than a Radical, for he is an enemy 
** who steals the livery of heaven to serve the devil 
in.’’ In the great fight we are making to preserve 
the civilization of our State, he who is not with us 
is against us, and no specious pretense of love for 
the ** dear people” can hide the cloven foot. 

Let me, therefore, as one who has had every 
political aspiration more than gratified, and who 
seeks nothing save the prosperity and welfare of 
his State, urge our people most earnestly to stand 
firm and to keep united. Let every lover of his 
State register at once and be ready to vote. Let 
us nominate our best men for all the offices. Let 
us adopt and carry out in good faith the principles 
which gave us success in ’76, and we shall again be 
successful. I venture to offer this advice to my 
fellow-citizens because of the trust and confidence 
with which they have honored me; because of my 
anxious solicitude for the preservation of good 
government; because my public career is drawing 
to a close, und, above all, because I do not wish to 
see the great principles and the grand cause for 
which brave men struggled so zealously and de- 
voted women prayed so earnestly in ‘76 lost by 
apathy, indifference, or treachery in '82—or ever.

Ther it was 
urther disclosed that Col. William Sellers, the 
President of the Edge Moor Iron-works, was the 
erson mainly responsitle for the delay in provid- 


gz the steel required. At the most recent meeting | 


of the Board of Trustees a resolution was adopted 
that the Mayors and Cortrollers of New-York and 
Brooklyn, with President Murphy, should consult 
With Col. William Sellers, who, . y the way. is said 
o to be a relative of Mark Twain's Colonel Mul- 

erry Sellers, and a tempt to find out from him 
when the steel needed might be expected. 

The time fixed for this consultation was yester- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. Promptly at that hour 
Mayor Grace and Controller Campbell, of this City, 
entered the bridge company's offices and found 
AWuiting them Mayor Low and Controller Semler, 
ef Brooklyn, and President Murvhy.

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WILLIAM WAISON’S LEGATEES. 
THE PETITION OF DR. HOUGHTON FOR THE 
INCOME DUE HIS CHILDREN DENIED. 
William Watson, late of Westchester County, 
Gied leaving a large estate anda widow and sev- 
eral children, one of whom was the wife of Dr. 
Henry G. Houghton, of London, England. He also 
left a will, which was duly proved in 1877. and of 
which hisson William and others are Executors. 
His widow and all his children, with the exception 
of Mrs. Houghton, who has since died, are still liv- 
Ing. The estate consisted of a large amount of 
real and personal property. The will provided 
that certain real estate, personal property, and a 
sum of money sufficient to raise a net annual 
Income of $30,000, free from all taxes and 
charges, should be set apart for the use 


of his widow during her life, and after giving 
certain legacies to various persons he devised all 
the remainder of his estate, real and personal, in- 
cluding that set apart for the widow, to his Execu- 
tors, to divide the same into as many equal shares 
as he should leave children, and pay the income of 
the same to them and theirchildren. The amount 
of income so paid to Mrs. Houghton during the 
last year amounted to about $v0,000, and the in- 
come en that share forthe current year wil] ex- 
veed that amount. Upon the deathof Mrs. Watson 
the principal of the share of Mrs. Huoughton’s chil- 
dren will be increased upward of $100,0u0. Five of 
the children—William F., Grace, Maria, Annie, and 
Gertrude Houghton—who are over 14 years of age, 
aod the father of one under that age, presented 
BR petition to the Surrogate of Westchester 
County snowing the inability of the father 
to support and educate the children according 
to their station in life, that no general guardian 
has been appointed for the minors, and that the 
Executors are unwilling to pay to the father any 
ortion of the income of the share of these minors 
yithout an order of the court, and they therefore 
pray for such order authorizing and directing them 
to pay to bim such sum as may be proper for their 
Bupport and education. Mr. George C. Blanke ap- 
i fur the petitioners and W. J. Osborne fur 
e Executors. 
Surrogate Coffin rendered his decree at White 
lains yesterday morning, in which he says: “I 
think I have no power to make the order sought. 
Were it to be’ granted, it would afford no protec- 
io to the Executors. The father of these minors, 
r. Houghton, is merely the natural guardian of 
them, and as such can control their persons only. 
Under this will everything is, by its provisions, 
converted intn legal assets in so far as these chil- 
firen’s interests are concerned. He is not their 
general guardian, nor have they any. If any 
mnonev were paid to him, this court could e:ercise 
po supervisory power or control over him as to his 
application of it, nor could he be called to account 
for its misappropriation.”

With a rose in ,his button-hole and his body

SUICIDE OF JOSEPH 8S. SANBORN. 
HE SHOOTS HIMSELF IN HIS NEPHEW8’ OF- 
FICE IN BEEKMAN-STREET, 

Joseph 8. Sanborn, who at one time was 
& wealthy and successful manufacturer and busi- 
ness man in this City, committed suicide yesterday 


afternoon by shooting himself through the head 
with a pistol while in the store No. 51 Beekman- 
street, which is occupied by his nephews, compris- 
ing the firm of George H. Sanborn & Sons, dealers 
in book-binders’ machinery. Sanborn, the de- 
ceased, was about 45 years of age, unmarried, and 
was a native of Portland, Me, Previous to 1878 he 
had been engaged in a number of business ven- 


tures:nd had manufactured printing presses ex- 
tensively. He retired from business in 1873, and 
his fortune at that time was computed at $200,VU0, 
With this money he embarked in speculations in 
Wall-street, and in less than three years his for- 
tune had vanished and he was glad to ac- 
cept asituation in a stationery store. When the 
American Book Exchange was organized Sanborn 
found employment there, arid when, after a short- 
lived prosperity, the concern failed last year, he 
was thrown out of work. He had since that time 
been unable to obtain employment, and was de- 
pendent upon his relatives tor a living. He boarded 
at No. 139 West Forty-tirst-street, and yesterday 
morning he calied at No. 51 Beekman-street, where 
be had a short conversation with his nephew, H. L. 
Sanborn, and then went behind a pile of pack- 
ing boxes in the rear of the sales-room, 
which screened him from observation. Soon after 
a pistol shot alarmed the occupants of the prem- 
ises,and going behind the screen of boxes they 
found Sanborn lying on the floor bleeding profuse- 
ly from a pistol-shot wound inthe head. His right 
hand grasped a smoking pistol, with which 
he had shot himself. He was alive when 
found, but died soon after admission to 
Chambers-Street Hospital. The relatives of 
the deceased man say his reduced circumstances 
and inability to procure remunerative employment 
doubtless prompted the suicidal act. They be- 
lieve he bad contemplated the act for many 
months. When he lost his position at the Amerli- 
can Book Exchange he purchased a small pistol, 
and when asked what he wanted it for he appeared 
confused and said he wanted it to defend himself 
when out lute at night. Coroner Merkle will hold 
an inquest in the case.

RECEIVING THE IMMIGRANTS. 
ANOTHER ACCESSION TO THE DEMANDS OF 
THE COMMISSIONERS—THE DEUSTER BILL. 

Secretary Jackson, of the Board of Emigra- 
tion, received a communication yesterday from 
Patton, Vickers & Co., the agents of the Monarch 
Line of steam-snips, asking to have the immigrants 
of the Persian Monarch, which bad just arrived, 
landed at Castle Garden, and promising to pay 50 
cents per head for the alien passengers, Ali of the 
other prominent lines had already acceded to the 
requests of the Emigration Commissioners. The 
Persian Monarch brought 609 immigrants from 
London; the Wisconsin, from Liverpool, 306, and 
the Scythia, from the same port, 369. These, with 
539 brought from the Medit«rranean by the 
Australia, of the Anchor Line, made a total 
of 1.9138 for the day. As the Anchor Line 
agents had proposed in their agreement 
with the Emigration Commissioners to begin with 
the passengers of the Circassia, which bas not yet 
arrived at this port, the Australia’s immigrants 
were not taken to Castle Garden, but were landed 
on Pier No. 21 North River, where the steamer was 
docked. They were al! Italians, and consisted of 
families principally. They prpecred to be much 
better thau the average of Italian immigrants. 
Three officers were sent by the Commissioners of 
Emigration to examine these passengers, among 
whom were found nine infirm persons. Hendersoa 
brothers gave bonds to provide for such of these 
as should become a charge to the public. Nearly 
all of the Italians left the pier during the day. A 
few sat at the entrance of the pier late yesterday 
afternoon watching their luggage. Only a tew 
boarding-house runners went down to the pier to 
secure the patronage of the Italians. 

At a meeting of the agents of the European 
steam-ship companies yesterday a committee was 
appointed to consider what steps should be taken 
in regard to the Deuster bill, which recently passed 
the United States Senate. This Dill provides for 
the care of immigrants while on ship hoard, and 
demands much more of the steam-ship owners than 
the latter wish to undertake. If the bil shouid 
pass the House they have hope that the President 


will veto it,

WISHING TO SHOW GUITEAU INSANE. 

Dr. George M. Beard left this City for 
Weshington last evening bearing the petiiion 
which has been in circulation in the case of 
Charles J. Guiteau, the assassin of President Gar- 
field, praying for a reprieve and for the creation of 
a scientific commission to determine upon the in- 
sanity of the condemned man. The petition has 


received the signatures of manv medical experts, 
who are persuaded of Guitexu's insanity and of 
the propriety of such a commission. Dr. Beard 
said yesterday that a large volume of new evidence 


| as to the insanity of Guiteau would be presented 


at the interview of the petitioners with President 
Aithur, which is appointed for 12 o'clock to-day. 
A portion of this evidence relates to his exploits in 
California several years ago, aud will, Dr. Beard 
thinks, establish conclusively the fact of his insan- 
ity of many years’ duration. ‘Tbe case will be pre- 
sented in detail by Dr. Beard and his coadjutors, 
who hope, in the present state of public sentiment, 
notwithstanding the embarrassing position in 
which he is placed, to induce the President to take 
action in the premises. Dr. Beard claims that no 
scientific commission would fora moment assert 
the responsibility of Guiteau as asane man, and 
chat, if such «a commission is appointed, the avert- 
ing of the death penalty is a foregone conclusion.

A BAD DAY FOR FAVORITES 


DERBY DAY ON THE CONEY ISLAND 
TRACK. 

THE BETTING MEN DISAPPOINTED IN EVERY 
RACE—RUNNYMEDE THE WINNER OF 
THE DERBY—-OTHER CONTESTS WON BY 
THE JULIETTA COLT, CORONA, FAIR 
COUNT, AND FRANK SHORT. 

It was Derby day yesterday at Sheepshead 
Bay, and another large crowd gathered on the 
grounds of the Coney Island Jockey Club to wit- 
ness a stirring series of events. The weather was 
delightful, and the track was in splendid condition 
for the display of speed, und the races were ofsuch 
an exciting nature as to arouse the enthusiasm of 
the spectators. Besides, it was a day of slaughter 
forthe knowing ones, not one of the favorites 
scoring a victory.

BREIMANN FARED WITH 

CATHARINE PAASCH. 

Two years ago public attention was attract- 
ed to a novel suit brought in Brooklyn by Mrs. 
Caroline Breimann, of Poughkeepsie, against Mrs. 
Catharine Paasch, of Brooklyn, to recover dam- 
ages for the loss of her husband's affections, which, 
according to the complaint, were alienated from 
his wife by the devices of the defendant. Brei- 
mann was a tailor, doing business in Pough- 
keepsie. While on a visit to Brooklyn he met 
Mrs. Paasch, a middle-aged widow, who was 


reported to have some money, and an attachment 
sprang up between them. Soon afterward Brei- 
mann deserted his wife and went to live with the 
widow In Brooklyn. Mrs. Breimann mourned her 
husband as dead, and it was only after he had been 
living with the widow for some time that the be- 
trayed wife discovered that he was yet in the land 
of the living. Onthetrial of the suit referred to 
above, which was the first of its kind in this State, 
aid, so far as known, in this country, a verdict was 
given for the plaintiff. A new trial was sought, 
but a settlement was subsequently made, the na- 
ture of which, however, was not made public. 
Breimann continued to live witn Mrs, Paasch, and 
opened a tailor’s shop in the basement of her house, 
on Willoughby-avenue, Brooklyn. Punishment fol- 
lowed fast on the unholy alliance. Quarrels were 
constant, and both parties are said to have in- 
dulged to excess in the flowing bowl. The 
trouble culminated yesterday morning, when Mrs. 
Paasch shot Breimann in the back. There 
were no witnesses to the shooting, and different 
versions of the affair are given by the injured man 
and his assailant. Mrs. Paasch claims that Brei- 
mann attacked her with a flat-iron, and that 
snatching up a pistol whicn lay on the counter 
to frighten him off the weapon was acci- 
dentally discharged. Beimann says he was standing 
with his back to Mrs. Paasch when she fired. He 
could not, of course, tell whether the weapon was 
accidentally discharged or not, but he denies hav- 
ing assaulted or attempted to assault the woman, 
and asserted that she repeatedly threatened to 
kill him. Breimann, whose injuries are not dan- 
gerous, was seut to the City Hospital, and Mrs, 
Paasch was taken before Justice Fisher and com- 
mitted for examination without bail on a charge 
of felonious assanit. Breimann intimates that he 
will not press the charge against Mrs. Paasch if she 
pays his doctor's bill and compensates him for his 


loss of time.

When ‘machine’ methods of party 
organization degenerate into a. parody of 
representative institutions, and lead simply 
to recording the will of one man, the ques- 
tion of party success becomes subordinate to 
the larger question of party vitality. If the 
**machine’’ cannot be broken by the mani- 
festation of popular preference as expressed 
in the nominating caucuses and conventions, 
the only course open to a resolute opposition 
is to appeal to the mass vote of the party. 
That experiment would have been tried on 
a small scale in Brooklyn last Fali had 
the Republican machine insisted on run- 
ning its own candidate for Mayor; 
it will be tried on a large scale in Pennsylva- 
nia next Fall, because of the determination 
of Senator CamERON to recognize no will 
but his own in State politics. The result 
will have the inestimable benefit of settling 
once and for all whether the Republi- 
rans of Pennsylvania prefer ‘‘ boss” 
rule to the wuntrammeled_ exercise of 
their own choice. ‘The determination to 
challenge the popular verdict on the ques- 
tions at issue between the ‘“‘machine’”’ and 
the Independent element in the Republican 
politics of Pennsylvania has a lesson and a 
warning to wire-pullers in other States, and 
Jts outcome can hardly fail to have a mest 
healthy influence on the politics of the en- 
tire country. 


Business men may not follow very closely 
the debates of the United States Senate, but 
when they find such a display of puerility 
and ignorance in discussing questions of 
£0 much importance to them as those in- 
volved in the Bank Charter bill they may be 
pardoned for having a very low estimate 
of the average intelligence of that august 
‘body. When twaddle about the popular 
demand that silver should be put ‘‘on an 
equality with gold’’ is not only patiently 
‘listened to in the Senate, but is accepted by 
m majority of Senators as conveying a 
profound truth, worthy of legislative ex- 
pression, one is tempted to ask what kind 
of education is thought sufficient to fit 
a man for occupying a seat in the 
‘upper house of Congress. If it were a ques- 
tion of equalizing the value of a bushel of 
corn anda bushel of wheat the Western 
members of the Senate would be able to see 
the absurdity of fixing, by act of Congress, 
a correlation which neither the laws of 
mature nor the necessities of man will ad- 
mit of. But men who would be incapable 
of talking nonsense about the more familiar 
products of the soil lose their heads when 
the relative value of the precious metals is 
under discussion, and will argue as glibly 
about the necessity of making 87 cents in 
silver a compulsory legal tender and an 
essential element of bank reserves as if there 
were no such thing asa law of supply and 
demand in anything but the agricultural 
and mechanical products of the country. 


It is difficult for the managers of any po- 
litical party to give up old methods, particu- 
larly in the matter of procuring ‘‘the sinews 
of war.”” Mr. Jay A. Hussexy, Chsirman 
pf the Republican Congressional Committee, 
notwithstanding all that has been said and 
done to protect the employes of the Gov- 
ernment from the frequent raids of the 
politicians, sends out his circulars demand- 
ing contributions from Government clerks 
nnd officials, just as though this were a 
legitimate method of ‘‘raising the wind.”’ 
The latest circular sent from Washington 
‘and addressed to every officer, clerk, and em- 
ploye of the Government in this City warns 
its recipients of the danger hanging over all 
persons “ whose principles or interests’’ are 
Involved in the coming political struggle, 
and informs each man to whom the docu- 
‘ment is addressed that he is expected to con- 
{tribute asum named, to be applied to cam- 
-paign purposes. And it is further said that 


the committee ‘‘ is authorized to state that 
such voluntary contributions from persons 
employed in the service of the United 
States will not be objected to in any 
official quarter.”” That is to say, an assess- 
ment of 20 per cent. on a clerk’s salary is a 
voluntary contribution, approved by the 
heads of the Government. Mr. Jay A. 
HvuBBELL ought to know that he is skir- 
mishing around the edges of an_ indictabic 
offense.

RRR ETRE NETS OTC 


The occasional visits of shipwrecked 
American explorers to the fishing villages of 
the Siberian coast relieve the lives of the 
simple natives of something of their dreari- 
ness and monotony, but it is hardly worth 
while to send out ships for this purpose alone. 
The story of the burning of the Rodgers, 
added to the previously received accounts of 
the loss of the Jeannette, will go far to 
quench the thirst of the civilized world for 
& more accurate knowledge of the geogra- 
phy of the arctic seas, and of the nature of 
the landscape view which greets the eye of 
the polar bear who is popularly sup- 
posed to be perched atop of the north 
pole. These questions should now be left 
to such solutions as learned geographical 
societies may reach by mathematics and 
introspection; or, at the most, to venture- 
some experimenters in submarine or aerial 
navigation. Lieut. Berry and Ensign Hueu, 
who have spent the Winter in a sleighing 
trip along the Siberian coast in search of 
the Jeannetie, have perhaps before this 
fallen in with Lieut. Metviiie’s search 
party. If so, it is to be hoped that 
they will all make the best of their way 
homeward and read the lesson of their terri- 
ble experiences to the instigators and abet- 
tors of all public and private projects for 
sending further stanch ships and able sea- 
men into the Arctic Ocean, 


Our State Board of Emigration is not as a 
body remarkable for either intelligence or 
common sense, but the deputation it has 
sent to Washington is undoubtedly right 
in the position taken about the re- 
ception of pauper and criminal immi- 
grants. There is no_ possible reason 
why the cost of returning such persons to 
the country whence they came should be 
saddled on the United States. It is the 
business of the steam-ship companies, 
who find the transportation of immi- 
grants the most lucrative part of their 
business, to take all necessary precautions 
against the shipment of persons who cannot 
be legally received here. If they choose to 
take all the steerage passengers who are 
offered them, they must accept the responsi- 
bility of taking back the rejected. It is 
a pity that the progress of a national 
immigration act should have been hindered 
by over-anxiety to expedite it. A few days 
more or less will not greatly aggravate 
the existing confusion at Castle Garden, and 
urgent as is the necessity for legislation 
by Congress on this subject, it is extremely 
desirable that it should be of a kind which 
shall establish once and for all a workable 
and well-organized system of national su- 
perintendence. 

THE CAUCUS AND TAXATION. 

When the first caucus of the Republican 
members of the House was called to con- 
sider the proper policy of the party in Con- 
gress with reference to the revenue, we 
pointed out that such a consultation was, 
within proper limits, a perfectly proper 
thing, and that the Republicans would ad- 
vance the interests of the country and the 
party by coming to some reasonable agree- 
ment as to their course of action. At that 
time only a partial agreement was arrived 
at. The course of events since has made its 
completion even more difficult than it 
then was. The passage of the Tariff Com- 
mission bill has destroyed all hopes of 
any reduction of taxation in that direc 
tion for this session. The extravagance of 
Congress in the appropriations has made the 
amount of disposable surplus somewhat less 
certain. The delay in the business of the 
session has produced a good deal of confu- 
sion and made members more than usually 
anxious in regard to the special measures in 
which they are severally interested. So it 
happened that when a caucus was called for 
Tuesday evening only.about one-half the Re- 
publican members were present, and among 
the absentees was the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, the traditional 
leader of the House and certainly a natural 
adviser in the matter of revenue legislation. 
This gentleman had announced in advance 
his intention to disregard the action of the 
caucus, to call up the bill for the reduction 
of internal revenue already reported by his 
committee, and to press it by every means 
that he could command. 

Under such circumstances it is not remark- 
able that the action of the caucus is not 
regarded as of any special consequence, It 
is stated that this action was supported by 
only about one in three of all the Republi- 
can members, and that even some of these 
declared that they reserved the right to 
change their course if in the House it 
seemed best to them to doso. The taxes 
which the caucus finally voted to repeal are 
also included in the bill introduced by the 
Ways and Means Committee, but the latter 
goes further. The caucus agreed to remove 
entirely the tax on bank deposits, checks, 
&c., on proprietary medicines and 
on perfumery, on matches, on deal- 
ers in leaf tobacco’ and manufac- 
turers of cigars, on wholesale malt 
liquor dealers, and on tobacco peddlers; 
but it resolved not to repeal the tax on bank 
capital, or to reduce the special tax on dis- 
tillers of whisky, or the license fee of whole- 
sale and retail liquor-dealers. Mr. KELLEY 
expects, however, to carry all these through 
by Democratic help, except the tax on bank 
capital. So far as concerns most of the 
taxes which the caucus has agreed to re- 
move, they are bad and ought to be abolished. 
There is no excuse for them, and has not 
been for years, and itis not easy to under- 
stand how they have been kept in existence 
so long. The taxes connected with the 
liquor and tobacco business are not so ob- 
jectionable, because they form a part of a 
general system to whose just and efficient 
working there is good ground for thinking 
that they are essential. On these the opinion 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau should be 
respected, and that is against their entire re- 
peal. But for the others, their abolition is 
demanded by every consideration of fair- 
ness to those who have so long labored un- 


der them and who have had no lobby to 
work in their interest. ; 

To this statement the match tax is an ex- 
ception, since those who pay it in the first 
instance—the manufacturers—are anxious to 
retain it, because by the peculiar way in 
which it is levied and collected it actually 
aids them in keeping a practical monopoly 
of a business which is very profitable and 

, Which can very well afford to pay the tax, 
‘being very sure to get it from the consumers, 
It is encouraging to know that this mo- 
nopoly will probably be overridden, how- 
ever, in spite of its efforts to influence legis- 
lation. There is no tax on the list which, all 
things considered, is more odious and bur- 
Aensome and unnecessary than the tax on 
matches. i 

Itisnot creditable to the gentlemen who 
took partin the caucus that they refused to 
approve of the repeal of the tax on 
bank capital, which violates every prin- 
ciple of sound taxation. This refusal 
can have rested at bottom on nothing 
but a senseless and disgraceful preju- 
dice against the possessors, or supposed 
possessors, of wealth, and the action of the 
caucus is the more inexcusable because the 
prejudice is not shared by many of those 
who supported the tax, but exists only among 
their constituents. Whether the opposition 
to repeal, however, is mere demagogism 
or whether it springs from ignorance, 
it is misdirected. The capital thus: singled 
out for special burdens belongs in great part 
to personsof very moderate means, and often 
to widows and orphans, and where this is not 
the case the tax is still a very unwise one, 
because it rests on the basis of all business, 
and on that which gives the greatest security 
to those dealing with banks. It is even 
more objectionable than the tax on deposits 
or on checks, for these do not affect the se- 
curity of banking business, and do not as 
directly or as strongly interfere with the 
function of the banks. 

At the opening of the session we strongly 
urged that with few exceptions internal 
taxes should be retained and a reduction be 
made in the tariff. The latter is now im- 
possible for this session, and it is clearly the 
duty of Congress to make the largest reduc- 
tion in the internal revenue that can be made 
without interfering with the essential princi- 
ples of the system. The enormous surplus 
from which the country has been literally 
suffering this year makes the refusal of 
Congress to abate the exactions of the tariff 
disgraceful, but since that refusal is final for 
this session the next best thing is to lop off 
all the minor internal taxes, at least. If 
the House rejects the proposition to abolish, 
among these, the tax on bank capital, it is to 
be hoped that the Senate will insist upon it. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS 

The action of the irregular convention 
held by the ‘‘ regular’? Republicans of 
Pennsylvania at Harrisburg yesterday makes 
it evident that there will be no harmonizing 
of the factions in that State. The ticket 
was completed by the nomination of Mr. 
Marriotr Brosius, a man hitherto un- 
known to fame and to public life, for Con- 
gressman at Large. The State Committee 
was authorized to make all honorable effort 
to secure harmony in the party, but it 
is difficult to see what the commit- 
tee can do to secure that end when the con- 
vention would do nothing and took the 
very course calculated to prevent its accom- 
plishment. The discussion in the prelim- 
inary caucus showed that a large proportion 
of the delegates regarded the proposal to 
hold a new convention, to be constituted ac- 
cording to the rules adopted on the 10th of 
May, as a suggestion for self-stultification. 
If the Cameron Republicans could not 
refer the dispute to delegates of the 
party chosen according to a _ plan 
agreed to by both factions without stultify- 
ing themselves, their committee can have no 
offer to make which does not involve the 
acceptance of the Harrisburg ticket as com- 
pleted. The Independents having repudi- 
ated the first convention, and maintaining 
that the second had no authority derived in 
any form from the Republicans of the State, 
and having nominated a ticket of their own, 
cannot entertain any proposition coming 
from a committee which they do not recog- 
nize without stultifying themselves to an ex- 
tent that would have been unattainable by 
yesterday’s convention. 

There was but one course open to the 
delegates at Harrisburg or to the committee 
that claims to act for the regular Repub- 
licans of Pennsylvania which gave promise 
even of weakening the Independent move- 
ment. ‘The main cause of complaint 
was that the convention of May 10 
did not represent the Republican Party, but 
Mr. Cameron and the committees under 
his control. The fault found with its can- 
didates did not attach to their personal or 
political character, but to the manner in 
which they were nominated. The conven- 
tion, whose very composition was the chief 
occasion of the Independent revolt, ad- 
journed, after adopting a new plan for 
holding future conventions and choosing a 
new Siate Committee, without making any 
provision for filling vacancies in its 
ticket or for taking further action 
in case of emergency. It was then dead. 
Such representative character as it ever had 
was at an end, and its members were merely 
Republican citizens of their respective coun- 
ties. When Mr. Marsaauudeclined to bea 
candidate for Congressman at Large there 
was no way provided for filling his place 
on the ticket except by a new convention, 
and a new convention would have to be con- 
stituted in accordance with the new rules. 
Here was a way open for efforts at har- 
mony, if harmony was desired. But in- 
stead of a new convention, called by 
the new State Committee and constituted 
under the new rules, the old convention was 
summoned together again by the Chairman 
of the old committee under instructions 
from Mr. Cameron. By this action the 
plan for holding future conventions agreed 
to on the 10th of May was practically repu- 
diated, and the opportunity for making 
overtures for harmony. was thrown away. 
Had a convention really representing the 
Republicans of the State been called to 
meet at a later time, and had the Independ- 
ents had an opportunity as Republicans 
to participate in the selection of delegates, 
they could not have refused to abide by its 
action without placing themselves outside 
the pale of the party. Had they in sucha 
case held aloof and adhered to their own 
organization and their own candidates they 


ries, 


would have been reduced to the position of 
mere recalcitrants. 

But such a course on the part of those 
Claiming to be regulars would have involved 
@ surrender of authority by CAMERON. The 
course actually taken plainly signifies ad- 
herence to his leadership. and..submisston to 
his authority. It makes the case of the so- 
called regulars worse and strengthens that 
of the Independents. Whatever may be 
claimed for the first Harrisburg Convention 
on account of the established usages of the 
party in Pennsylvania, that of yesterday 
represented nothing but CamEron’s dicta- 
tion. It acted solely on his authority and 
was held in defiance of the rules which had 
been adopted as a concession to the demands 
of the Independents. It shut the door 
against all overtures for united action by the 
Republicans of Pennsylvania. 

The contest in the old Keystone State is 
evidently destined to be a three-cornered 
one and nothing but inconceivable fatuity 
on their own part can prevent the Demo- 
crats from winning. It is as much a mat- 
ter of certainty as anything in the.future of 
human events that the Cameron party can- 
not command votes enough to beat the 
Democrats, and 
indeed if the ticket headed by Srew- 
ART should develop the amount of 
strength necessary to success, if success 
means its election. The total vote of Penn- 
sylvania in 1880 was 874,783. Of this the 
Republicans, who were thoroughly united, 
cast 444,704, and the Democrats 407,428. 
Last year, when a State Treasurer was 
elected, 593,401 votes were cast. Of 
these the Republican candidate received 
265,293, and the Democratic candidate 
258,471, while Mr. Wo.rs, running as an 
Independent on his own account, received 
49,984. The Independents undoubtedly 
have it in their power to do much more 
than double WoLFe’s vote of last year, and 
they have hope of carrying with them one- 
half the Republican strength. It is difficult 
to figure out any probable result of this con- 
test which will not give the election to the 
Democrats. But, evidently, the Independ- 
ents have taken account of this and 
are prepared for it, regarding it as 
half a victory for themselves. Their 
first object isthe overthrow of Cameron rule 
by the defeat of the organization that up- 
holds it. Having accomplished that, the 
field will be clear for a reorganization of the 
party on the principles of fair representa- 
tion. This at least is their expectation, and 
it looks as though they would have a chance 
to see how this method of party reform 
will work. 

MINING V8. AGRICULTURE. 

A judicial decision of great importance 
has just been announced in California, the 
real parties at issue being the agriculturists 
of the valleys and the miners of the hills and 
mountains. The test case was brought in 
the Superior Court of the State, Judge 
JACKSON TEMPLE presiding, by the people 
of the State against the Gold Run Mining 
Company, a corporation doing business on 
the head-waters of one of the tributaries of 
the Sacramento River. For more than 
twenty years what is known as hydraulic 
mining has been carried on in the 
high lands bordering the western wall of the 
Sacramento Valley. Ancient river beds, 
making into the valley from the west, are 
found to be filled with fine particles of gold, 
the deposit of former ages. By conducting 
water from long distances and from reser- 
voirs high up among the mountains a great 
fall is obtained and a tremendous force im- 
parted to artificial streams confined in 
flumes and ditches. These streams brought 
to bear against hill-sides and declivi- 
ties, in giant hose of canvas or other 
material, are directed against the gold-bear- 
ing banks, which are washed away in tor- 
rents of mingled gravel, silt, stones, and 
boulders. The gold is brought in contact 
with quicksilver laid in the bottoms of race- 
ways and flumes, and the débris, locally 
known as ‘tailings’ or ‘‘ slickens,’’ is car- 
ried off and finally dumped at the extreme 
edge of the field of operations. 

It is easy to see that in a process like this, 
which levels hills and even mountains, vast 
bodies of detritus must change place. This 
stuff is carried into the feeders of the 
streams, and eventually finds its way into 
the great branches of the Sacramento, the 
Yuba, the Feather, and the American Rivers 
and their collateral branches. These 
streams, rising in the mining regions, flow 
through the richest agricultural portions of 
the State. The flat valley of the Sacra- 
mento is naturally one of the garden-spots 
of the earth. But the streams that 
interlace it have been gradually filled up by 
deposits swept down from the mining re- 
gions, so that when the freshets caused by 
the melting of the mountain snows begin, 
the banks overflow and floods carry desola- 
tion and ruin for miles on either side. The 
overflow takesfrom the rivers a fine sediment 
of sand and mud that settles wherever the 
swollen stream runs, and leaves a bar- 
ren tract where were smiling fields 
and fruitful orchards. Unlike most in- 
undations, the overflow of the streams 
debouching into the Sacramento leaves 
nothing but desolation. It is not un- 
common to see thousands of acres of land, 
once arable and teeming with fine 
growths, covered with ‘‘slickens,’’ or fine 
sand and gravel, to a depth of six or eight 
feet, the tips of fruit trees and the ridge- 
poles of substantial farm buildings appearing 
a few inches above a glittering, gravelly sur- 
face which is as impossible of reclamation as 
the sands of the desert. This is the work of 
hydraulic mining: in the high lands. 

So vast and irremediable is the ruin 
wrought upon farms, vineyards, and or- 
chards by this wide-spreading flood of refuse 
from the mines that an irrepressible conflict 
betwixt miners and agriculturists has gradu- 
ally been intensified. The plane of low 
water in the Sacramento has been raised 
about six and a half feet since 1849. Where- 
as, in the old times, vessels of ten feet 
draught of water were able to reach the 
capital of the State from San Francisco, 
only light draught craft now ascend the 
stream, and detentions of aggravated 
length have made the navigation of 
the Lower Sacramento hazardous, and this 
fact has excited the animosity of a class of 
business men who might have otherwise 
sided with the miners. But, on the other 
hand, of the $150,000,000 now invested in 
gold-mining in California it is estimated that 
£100.000.000 is invested in what are known 
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as hydraulic mines, Mining for gold is the 
chief industry in fifteen counties-of the State, 
and the population of the region is about 
100,000. Must this large interest be killed 
in order to gratify the demands of the agri- 
cultural people who inhabit the valley lands 
below? Which shall survive, the miner or 
the farmer? These questions have agitated 
the people of California for many years, and 
the feeling of antagonism betwixt the two 
industries has been greatly intensified during 
the past decade. The Legislature of the State 
has grappled with the subject feebly, and it 
has obviously been impossible to legislate 
upon a matter which very nearly equally 
divides the population of the State, repre- 
sentatives of both sides being alert to pre- 
vent either side from securing any advan- 
tage. Thedecision of the Superior Court, 
in substance, is that the miners have no 
lawful right to use navigable streams as 
places of deposit for their detritus or ‘‘ tail- 
ings;’’ that the deposit of mining dé- 
bris in navigable streams constitutes a 
public nuisance, and that the miners must 
cease from committing this nuisance. In 
the words of the decision, the miners must 
provide means ‘‘to impound, detain, and 
hold back such tailings,’’ and that, until 
this is done, the decree against them shall be 
held good. Briefly, the miners must not run 
their débris into the streams of the valley, 
regardless of the consequences, and must 
provide means for the detention and diver- 
sion of the waste matter heretofore al- 
lowed to run into the streams. This is 
in the nature of a compromise. It does 
not declare the business of hydraulic mining 
to be illegal, but suggests a method by which 
it may be carried on without entailing ruin 
upon a vast agricultural industry. It is 
hailed, however, as a victory of the valley 
over the hills. It is to be hoped that the de- 
cision will remove from California politics 
and local legislation a most vexatious and 
irritating issue which has, at times, prom- 
ised to be as prolific of bad feeling as the 
Chinese question has ever been. 


RAILROADS AND KELIGION. 

The Baptists of Brooklyn are just at pres- 
ent greatly ‘‘exercised,’’ as they phrase it, 
concerning Mr. Wirui1aAM RicHarpDson. As 
every one knows, Mr. RicHarpson is a lead- 
ing citizen of Brooklyn, and he has at vari- 
ous times held the important offices of Al- 
derman, President of a horse railroad com- 
pany, and Deacon of the Hanson-place 
Baptist congregation. In these three capa- 
cities he has acquitted himself with great 
credit. He has been ‘‘smart’’ ag an Alder- 
man, able as a railroad President, and pious 
asa Deacon. One would think that such a 
man would naturally be greatly respected 
in any community, but it so happens that 
Mr. RicHARDSsON’s versatility has actually 
got him into trouble. In his capacity as a 
railroad President he recently caused a track 
to be laid on Sunday in order to prevent the 
enemies of the road from obtaining an in- 
junction against it. And now his Baptist 
brethren allege that in so doing he was 
guilty of ‘disorderly walk” and ‘‘ immoral 
conduct,’’ both of which are wholly incon- 
sistent with his diaconal character. 

On Tuesday last Mr. RicHARDSON was 
formally tried by the Hanson-place con- 
gregation. There were two distinct charges 
in the ecclesiastical indictment, to both of 
which he pleaded ‘‘not guiity.”’ In the first 
charge—that of ‘‘disorderly walk’’—it was 
specified that Mr. Rictarpson had caused 
a track to be laid in Seventh-avenue on 
Sunday, May 7, while the second charge— 
that of ‘“‘immoral conduct’’—contained the 
specification that on the said 7th of May he 
had caused a number of workmen to break 
the Sabbath by laying the said track. It 
does not appear which charge was regarded 
as the more serious one, but there can be no 
doubt that both of them reflected as much 
discredit upon Mr. Rrcwarpson’s character 
as a Deacon as they reflected credit upon his 
character as a railroad Prekbident. 

The defense made by the accused was 
a brilliant and impressive one. He de- 
nied that he had laid a railroad track in 
Seventh-avenue on Sunday, May 7, and as- 
serted that on that day he was never within 
two miles of Seventh-avenue. He admitted 
that the railroad corporation of which he 
was the President had caused the track in 
question to be laid, but he maintained that 
it was a work of necessity, and hence no 
violation of the Sabbath, and that even if a 
railroad corporation did violate the Sabbath, 
the corporation, and not its President, 
should be held liable to punishment in this 
and the next world. Furthermore, and as a 
full and complete defense to both charges, 
the astute Mr. RicHARDsSON maintained that 
there was not a word in the whole Bible in 
condemnation of laying railroad tracks on 
Sunday. He was a humble Bible Christian. 
He was ready to accept whatever the Bible 
said, and to govern his conduct by its rules. 
If any one could find in that sacred volume 
the command, ‘‘ Thou shalt not lay horse 
railroad tracks on Sunday; thou, nor thy 
Irishmen, nor thy Italians, nor thy casual 
tramps,’’ he would admit that the Sabbath 
had been broken on Seventh-avenue on May 
7; but in the absence of any such command 
he did not propose to submit to amend- 
ments to the fourth commandment made by 
Baptists in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. 

A more full and satisfactory defense has 
seldom been made to any charge. How 
could Mr. RicHarpson’s Baptist brethren 
convict him of ‘‘ disorderly walk’’ or ‘‘im- 
moral conduct’ after he had thus shown 
that the Sabbath had been broken, not by 
him, but by a corporation; thatthe corpora- 
tion did not break the Sabbath, because 
track-laying was a work of necessity, and 
that the Sabbath had never been broken at 
all, because track-laying was nowhere for- 
bidden in the Bible. The Hanson-place 
congregation was very much impressed by 
these arguments, and instead of finding 
Mr. Ricwarpson guilty of ‘disorderly 
walk” and ‘‘immoral conduct’ in 
the way and manner specified, brought in 
the cautious verdict that he had ‘‘ violated the 
Sabbath.’’ As this verdict did not assert that 


-he was guilty of the charges upon which he 


was tried, Mr. Ricoarpson might have been 
satisfied with it; nevertheless, he was dissatis- 
fied. What he desired was doubtless a formal 
acquittal, together with a resolution setting 
forth that the confidence of the Hanson- 
place Baptists in Brother RrcHaRDSON’s 
Christian character was unimpaired. He 
therefore obtained permission to be further 


heard in his own defense next week, when. 


the congregation will finally decide what to: 


do with him, 
Of course, the Hanson-place Baptists are. 


very unwilling to punish a prominent fel- 
low-member for ‘‘disorderly walk’’ and 
‘‘immoral conduct.” If, however, they 
accept Mr. RicHaRDsoN’s able argument as 
conclusive proof of his innocence, how can 
they ever enforce their law against Sabbath- 
breaking? Their way out of this difficulty 
is to take the ground that Mr. Richarpson 
has violated the Sabbath, not in his human, 
but in his Presidential, capacity, and hence 
that they have no jurisdiction over the 
offense. So versatile a man as Mr. RicHaRp- 
SON must be permitted to keep his politics, 
his railroad business, and his religion sepa- 
rate. Ifhe attempts to mix them together 
he will make a disastrous failure, and his 
Baptist brethren ought not tocompel him to 


undertake so difficult and hopeless a task. 
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Those who are eager tosimplify and cheapen 
legal proceedings by codes and other reforms will 
do well to make trialof the systemof “ arbitra- 
tions’’’as at present regulated by the recent Code 
of Civil Procedure. It offers a simple, practicable 
mode by which business men may bring to a de- 
cision all the ordinary controversies of life without 
resorting to courts or employing lawyers. Claims 
to ownership of land are the only important class 
of property disputes which cannot be arbitrated. 
It is common for each disputant to name one arbi- 
trator, and for them, if they disagree, to appoint a 
third; but ifthe disputants can agree on a single 
person to judge between them, why so much the 
cheaper and better. Somewhat precise directions, 
which must be carefully followed, are given in the 
law for drawing the agreement to submit the con- 
troversy to arbitrators, but after this has been 
done the proceedings are simple and informal. 
The arbitrators appoint time and place of 
hearing, summon witnesses, hear arguments, 
and, if more than one session is needful, 
adjourn as may be proper.~ Either disputant 
may conduct his own case or employ a lawyer, as he 
prefers. Either one has the right also of revoking 
the submission and breaking up the proceedings at 
any time before the case is closed and submitted to 
the arbitrators; this privilegeis subject to only one 
restriction, viz., that he who exercises it may be 
required to pay the other for his loss of time and 
expenses in the partial trial, and it is a complete 
protection wherever a party finds that for any rea- 
son he is not going to obtain justice. Another pro- 
tection is that the court has power to set the award 
aside if there should be any fraud, misconduct, or 
serious mistake init. Supposing a valid award to be 
reached, the suecessful party will then do well to 
employ a lawyer, who will enter judgment for the 
amount directed to be paid and proceed to collect 
it just as he would if it had been recovered ina 
lawsuit. It is not easy to see why this cheap and 
simple system is not oftener employed. 

RE OS ete. CRS 

MicuarL DaviTt seems to stand alone 
among those who have from time to time come to 
the surface of popular agitation in Ireland. The 
son of a small farmer, he was, while yet ‘a boy, 
driven to seek employment in England. Laboring 
there ina humble position, accident deprived him 
of one of his arms. He subsequently became in- 
volved in a movement which an English jury con- 
sidered treasonable, and he was sent to penal ser- 
vitude. Thus he became known as a man who 
had suffered at the hands of the British Govern- 
ment, and when liberated on a ticket-of‘leave he 
jumped at once into the foremost rank of Irish 
idols. Men who took the trouble to watch his ac- 
tion thought that his position was a temporary one, 
and that he would be heard from no more. But 
Davitt soon proved that he possessed abilities far 
above the level of unreasoning enthusiasm. While 
in prison he saw that if anything was to be done 
to promote the well-being of his country, ,it 
must be by the accomplishment of something 
which had hitherto seemed hopeless. Hsset him- 
self to the task of uniting the people of Ireland, 
Protestant and Catholic, by strictly constitutional 
methods, and the fact that he sueceeded is now a 
matter of history. The league which he organized 
has withstood the test of coercion. Irishmen of 
less force of character would have used the 
first hour of freedom to hint at  prepara- 
tions for armed revolt, which from time 
immemorial has helped to make Irish patriots 
ridiculous. Davrrt, in his Liverpool speech, proved 
to unprejudiced Englishmen that he had none of 
the wild spirit of revenge, and that he was capa- 
ble of formulating a scheme for Irish pacification 
which, however unprecedented, was at least 
worthy of respect. Those who have had a chance 
to become familiar with the views of Irish land- 
lords believe that many of them would be glad to 
dispose of their rights on the basis of twenty years’ 
purchase. They have passed through a very se- 
vere ordeal, and some of them have almost given 
up hope of a settlement short of confiscation. It is 
very much to the credit of Davirr that he should 
take the earliest opportunity afforded for public 
utterance in this country to denounce in such vig- 
orous terms outrage and assassination as a means 
ef helping the Irish cause. 

ESE Eee 

It is not likely that the baggage-handlers 
employed at the railroad station in Utica, N, 
Y., will damage many trunks by rough usage 
during the present season of travel. They have 
had their lesson already on the threshold of vaca- 
tion time. A large trunk, checked from Buffalo, 
was thrown off a train at Utica for transfer to 
another train night before last, and was vigor- 
ously seized by a young man who was helping the 
baggage-master. As the young man was an under- 
taker’s assistant, who was working not merely 
from love of labor or to oblige a friend, butin order 
to more quickly get possession of a body that 
was in one of the crowded baggage cars, he might 
have been expected to handle things with some 
care. However, he seems to have forgotten the 
rules of his own calling ana was doing in Utica as 
the Utica baggage-smashers do, when the trunk ex- 
ploded, throwing him off his feet and setting fire to 
the celluloid wristbands of his shirt, while the reg- 
ular baggage men stood by and blessed the luok 
that had sent an undertaker’s assistant to help 
them. When the ruins of the trunk were examined 
it was found that it had contained the outfit of a 
sportsman who was probably on his way to 
the wilds of Oneida or Herkimer Connty to 
shoot the live stock of wunoffending farm- 
ers. There were found parts of a gun, a re- 
volver, a powder-flask, and a belt full of 
large cartridges, There isa very clear law against 
sending combustible materials from one place to 
another in such a careless manner, but as the peo- 
ple who have use for these things in their Summer 
wanderings have shown so frequently that they do 
not intend to observe tho law, it behooves the 
baggage-men employed by railroad companies to 
handle trunks very gingerly, for the most harmless- 
looking Saratoga may contain fulminating powder 
instead of lingerie. As for the travelers on rail- 
roads, they must shun the front end of all trains, 
for fire or collision or some other untoward acci 
dent might do the work of the baggage-smasher, 
and innocent persons might thus meet injury or 
death.

The Judges are still miserably paid in 
France. The salary of a Judge of Assize never 
exceeds $1,800, and asarule the Judges are men 
who have accepted office for the honor of ‘the 
thing. The party now in power have resolved to 
treble the salaries, and to select tne Judges from 
eminent members of the Bar. It isremarkable that, 
notwithstanding the low salaries, the French 
Judges are men of respectable attainments and 
high character, incomparably superior to the kind 
of article we see on the benches of our Police Courts 
at four times the salary. There are in France 21 
appeal courts, and the staff of each includes a 
President and indefinite number of councilors, 
from the senior of whom the Assize Judges 
are selected and specially commissioned. The 
President of an appeal court receives only $3,000, 
and custom demands that he entertain liberally. 
Even the highest jrdicial functionary, the President 
of the Court of Cassation, or Supreme Court of 
Civil and Criminal Appeal, in Parts, only cets $6,000. 
The old traditional feeling of noblesse de lot must 
be the cause of good men being thus content te 
serve ina laborious office, entafling heavy expense, 
too, on such salaries. French Judges do not, how- 
ever, have their life shortened by having to dis- 
pense justice in dirty, frowsy courts. The courts 
are spacious and handsome. ‘Three Judges, 

in orimson and ermine. sit togeth- 


er. A trial is carried unimterruptedly to its 
end. If it cannot be finished on Saturday the 
court sits through Sunday. No ease has yet oc- 
eurred in France of a speech in a criminal case 
lasting more than a day, astounding as this may 
appear tolawyers here. Since 1880 Judges are for- 
bidden to “‘sum up.” This snub to the bench wag 
on aceount of the animus it has been in the habit 
of displaying too often, which has disgusted juries 
and led to those verdicts of acquittaland “‘ extenu- 
ating circumstances” which amaze foreigners. The 
apology for the Judges’ conduct is found in the 
fact that French law requires the Juge d’instruc- 
tion (whose functions are in a measure analo- 
gous to those of District Attorney) to draw upa 
perfect indictment, and, inasmuch as the prelimi- 
nary investigations are so rigorous that an inno- 
cent man is very rarely committed for trial, the 
Judges generally come into court convinced of his 
guilt, 

College graduates who may be planning to 
study law and are hesitating as to the best place 
will be interested to know that facilities for study- 
ing in New-York are somewhat increased. The un- 
comfortable difference waged during the last few 
years between the Bar Association and the incor- 
porated schools has been pacified in a way which 
may probably be permanent. The Court of Appeals 
has modified the rules governing admission, partic- 
ularly by abolishing the distinction between attor- 
ney and counselor. This distinction, which was 
strictly maintained in former years, fell into ob- 
livion among the changes made in 1846, but was 
restored five or six years ago as part of an effort to 
“raise the standard.” It is naturally unpopular 
with students, and they will be glad to know that 
the admission now is to the double grade at once. 
Three years’ study is required of those who have 
not been through college, and they must also pass 
a Regents’ examination in designated English 
studies. Proficiency in these is taken for granted 
in favor of college graduates, and they need spend 
only two years in technical professional studies. 
One of these two years may be spent in a law 
school if the student chooses, but no applicant will 
be entitled to admission without having served a 
clerkship in the office of a practicing lawyer for at 
least one year. Students in law schools whospend 
the vacations allowed by the school in services in 
law offices are allowed to count that time in 
reckoning their office clerkship. The New-York 
City schools will recommence next Fall under im- 
proved arrangements. For Columbia, in particu- 
lar, a new and commodions building is nearly 
ready, situated on the property of the college, cor- 
nerof Forty-ninth-street and Fourth-avenue.

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NEWS FROM ALASKA. 

San Francisco, June 21.—The followins 
news from Alaska has been received via Port 
Townsend and Harrisburg: ‘The snow is fast disap 
pearing, and active preparations are being made 
for the resumption of mining operations. A slight 
Indian disturbance has been promptly suppressed 
by Lieut. Benson at Fort Wrangel. Business is 
fairly active and the Indians are auiet. At every 


settlement in the Territory the citizens are protest- 
ing bitterly against the tardiness of Congress in 
providing a civil Government. 

Sitka advices since the Waehusett left say the 
Indians have exhibited signs of discontent. The 
usual quantity of “hoochenoo” is being manafaoc- 
tured, and the commander of the marine guard has 
had his hands full to prevent disorder. On the 
night of May 19, while arresting some drunken 
Indians, one of them attacked the Corporal! of 
the guard with a club, and was shot down. There 
was great excitement, and a disturbance was 
imminent. The howitzers at the guard-honse were 
put in readiness for action, and the guard was 
under arms all night. The citizens assembled at 
the Custom-house, where the Government armory 
is situated, but the Indian did not die, and the 
trouble quieted dowrm. The arrival of the Corwin 
had a ing effect upon the malcontents. 

Black measles and let fever are raging fear 
fully among the children of the Russian half:

IN THE POLITICAL FIELD 


THE REPUBLICAN CON VENTION AT 
HARRISBURG. 

MARRIOTT BROSIUS NOMINATED FOR CON- 
GRESSMAN AT LARGE—PLANS FOR HAR- 
MONIZING DIFFERENCES IN THE PARTY. 

HARRISBURG, June 21.—The Republican 
caucus was called to order in the State Library 
room at 12 o’clock by Alexander P. Brown, of 
Philadelphia, and Judge Fetterman, of Alle- 
ghany County, was made President. Judge 
Jessup, of Susquehanna County, offered the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the State Executive Committee 
when organizea be requested to issue a call for a 
hew convention under the new rules to complete 
the State ticket, with full power to take such ac- 
tion on the ticket already nominated as shall be for 
> a interest of the Republican Party of the 

He believed that unless something was done 
toward patching up the grievances of the 
Independents the Democrats would carry 
the State both on the legislative as well as 
the State ticket. He said that the charge 
that the nominations of this convention 
were dictated by one man would have 
tobe met. He denied that it was so, but yet 


the Independents made the charge and it was 
elieved in many places. He was in favor of 
& new convention out and out. It was no 
sign of weakness on the part of this con- 
vention to endeavor to heal the breaches 
in the party. Samuel B. Huey, of Philadel- 
hia, spoke also in favor of this resolution. 
6 knew that in Philadelphia the air was rife 
with the Independent spirit, and the votes were 
behind this spirit. He was in favor of 
making offers of conciliation to the Inde- 
pendents, and if they were refused then 
let the responsibility rest where it belonged. 
R. B. Carnahan, of Allegheny, thought there 
Was no principle upon which this independent 
movement was founded. A body of men met 
iin Philadelphia, he said, without creden- 
tials and without constituency, end nom- 
inated a ticket in opposition to the 
Republican Party. He was against an effort 
to placate those disappointed men. Delegates 
had come here to fill the vacancy on the ticket 
and then go home, and he moved that the reso- 
lution be laid on the table. Congressman Fisher 
said that at one time he had thought that it 
would have been well to put off the con- 
vention until a Jater date, so that delegates 
might have been elected in the regular way, 
instead of being named by the County 
Committee. But he had been told by 
Wharton arker, of Philadelphia, tnat 
even if the delegates were so selected and 
‘Beaver nominated, he (Barker) would not 
vote for him. The majority of the Inde- 
pedents, he asserted, were nothing but disap- 
ointed persons. He was in favor of complet- 
ng the present ticket, and he believed 
that the ticket would sweep the State. 
Mr. Gilkinson, of Bucks, thought that the re- 
sult did not rest alone with the disappointed 
pflice-seekers, there were too many of them. 
n his section he found the revolt was 
nmong the business men of the district, 
and he found it wide-spread. He felt sure 
that a new convention would renominate Gen. 
Beaver and Senator Davies, Isaiah H. Brown, 
of Philadelphia, theught that if a new conven- 
tion wouid renominate the same ticket there 
xvas no need of the trouble and expense of 
holding it. Iie was not in favor of 
conciliating deserters, and was very 
heartily applauded for his sentiments. 
while Mr. Nesbit, of Blair, colored, favored 
some such pian as that suggested by Chairman 
Cooper, the plan of an appeal to the Republi- 
can primaries to decide between the two 
tickets. Gen. McCleary, of Erie, then offered 
the following substitute for the resolution: 


| Resolved—That this convention proceed to com- 
iplete the ticket by the nomination of a Congress- 
‘man at Large, and that We recommend the Repub- 
Jican State Committee to adopt all honorable 
means to harmonize the Republican Party, so as to 
pecure success in November. 

Another discussion followed on the substi- 
tute, those who opposed the original resolution 
making repeated calls fer the question when 
remarks in favor of the resolution were 
made. When a delegate from Crawford arose 
nnd the calls for the question drowned his 
Voice, he raised it and called out that if efforts 
to compromise and harmonize were choked off 
it would lose the State to the party, and in 
Crawford alone would cost the ticket 600 or 
%00 votes. 

Several Delegates—‘ Is that a threat ?” 

The Crawford delegate replied that it was 
not a threat. That was the trouble with 
those who sought to force their own views 
that every warning, every honest, sensible 
presentation of truth was regarded as a threat. 
As a Republican he would personally feel 
bound tosupport the ticket he had helped 
make, [applause,] but at the same time he felt 
jt to be his duty to lay before the meeting 
svhat he felt convinced was the true feeling 
among the people of his own_ county. 
Col. Norris, of Philadelphia, asked whether 
ion account of public clamor the delegates were 
to be asked to return and say that their work 
was unfit to stand. It was very weil to say 
that there was nothing personal in the objection 
to the ticket, but that the objection is against 
the methods by which it was chosen; but those 
methods bad elected the party’s Governor in 
this State, and had elected Lincoln and Grant 
‘and Hayes and Garfield. [Applause.] Col. 
Norris appealed for a square open fight, and 
said he was not afraid to go before the people 
with it. Judge Jessup said if his resolution 
made it necessary for the delegates to stultify 
themselves by adopting it he would withdraw 
it at once, but he maintained the right of the 
ronvention to review its own work and con- 
sider what is best for the Republican Party. 
Mr. Brosius, of Lancaster, thought that good 

Republicans were first patriots willing to re- 
linquish any claim, willing to take any step 
for the harmony and unity that would lead 
the Republican Party to victory. He favored 
the proposition to place the power in the hands 
of the State Committee with power to act. 

_ Judge Jessup offered a substitute for his pre- 
vious amendment requesting the State Com- 
mittee to take immediate action toward har- 
monizing the troubles in the party, and that, 
if necessary, the committee be empowered to 
call 2 new convention to place a new ticket in 
the field. This was met with interrupted ap- 
plause and cries of ‘‘ No, no.” 

" The substitute was withdrawn by Judge 
Jessup on the expression ef opinion by the 
Chair and many of the delegates that the new 
amendment requesting the State Committee to 
adopt all honorable means, &c., covered the 
same ground. The latter amendment was then 
put and carried with only a few dissenting 
votes. The resolution empowering the State 
Committee to fill any vacancy occurring upon 
the ticket was also adopted. 

Judge Jessup was fixed upon as the delegate 
to nominate Mr. Taggart, of Northumberland,

29. The nomination of Mr. Brosfus was 
on motion made unanimous. In re- 
sponse to demands for aie 5 h, 
the nominee made a brief address, in which he 
said that a distinguished Frenchman who had 
been nominated to a high office had said that he 
felt that it was a premonition of carly death, 
and that Frenchman had died within a week. 
[Laughter.] After referring to his experience 
as a soldier, the speaker said that he had, as 
he thought, unalterably made up his mind not

Marriott Brosius, Esq., was born in Cole- 
raine Township, Lancaster County, in 18438, 
and after receiving a common school educa- 
tion,entered the Law University at Ann Arbor, 
Mich. Before completing his course, the war 
broke out and young Brosius enlisted in 1861 
as aprivate in the Ninetv-seventh rennsylva- 
nia Volunteers, serving gallantly as a soldier. 
At the battle of Bermuda Hundred, Virginia, 
he was shot in the right shoulder and 
is yet partly disabled. After his discharge 
from the Army Mr. Brosius entered the law 
office of the Hon, Thomas EF. Franklin, of Lan- 
caster, and was subsequently admitted to the 
Bar of that county. From early life he 
has been identified with the temperance 
cause, delivering manv lectures and addresses 
on that subject. He is an orator of fine abil- 
ity. and was honored by being selected to de- 
liver the oration at the unveiling of tne monu- 
ment at Antietam two years ago. He has 
never held office except that of notary public 
and School Director, being at present a mem- 
ber of the Lancaster School Board.

to express our confidence in our present system of 
taxation anda firm belief that with such slight 
changes as are found necessary in the exiating law, 
the great result of equal taxation will be more 
nearly reached than ever before in the history of 
our State.

PROMISE OF THE CROPS. 
sbscciescotiapedeicies 
CORN ONLY GIVING A BAD SHOWING—THE 
FEELING IN CHICAGO MARKETS. 

St. Pau, Minn., June 21.—Crop dispatches 
from nearly 100 points along the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad give an accurate idea of the 
present state of wheat and other grain. Along the 
Iowa and Minnesota, Southern Minnesota, lowa 
and Dakota Divisions, wheat is doing well under 
the influence of the cool weather which sueceeded 
the late rain. Butcornis backward owing to the 
wet weather and, in someinstances, Jate planting. 
In only one place (Hokah) on the Southern Min- 
nesota is the chinch-bug complained of, and 
its ravages do not appear at all sug- 
gestive of apprehension. A more _ favorable 
condition of both wheat and corn is reported 
along the Hastings and Dakota Road, where both 
grains, but more particularly the former, are at- 
taining sturdy growth; oatsand barley are doing 
finely. The following are selected dispatches from 
the more important points in Minnesota: Austin— 
**Crops very backward in this vicinity on account 


of dry weather; wheat rather thin; corn about 
two-thirds ready for cultivation; oats look first- 
rate; barley backward.” lLansing—'‘' All small 
grain is looking heaithy, but it seems to be very 
thin, and from a week to 10 days back- 
ward of last year’s crops at this time; 
owing to the dry weather, with the 
rains of the past few days, the ground {s in good 
shape; corn 1s looking healthy, but very backward; 
weather for the past few days cold.” Albert Lea— 
* Wheat, oats, and barley looking better than an 
average; plenty of rain; corn. is _ back- 
ward; much complaint of damage from gophers 
and birds; the acreage of wheat is fully 
ene-third less than last year; only a few pleces of 
flax, and that promises well.’’ Granite Falls— 
** Small grains in this vicinity are looking splendid, 
with the exception of a few farms n of here, 
which were damaged about one-half by the hail- 
storm of Friday last; there is about double the 
acreage of corn sown, and in good standing close 
to town, poorer further out.” 

The following are from Northern and Western 
Iowa: Almar—'* Wheat and oats from a footto a 
foot and a half high, very heavy and splendid in 
color; Winter grain heading freely; corn small t sc 
good.”’ Lime Springs—"All small grain doing 
well: corn is very backward, and we must have fa- 
vorable weather from now on in order to make 
anvthing like a fair crop.” Lawler—**Oats and 
flax doing well; the stand of oats and bar- 
ley is above an average compared with other 
years at this time; the acreage of flax is small; 
corn has agood color, but backward in growth; 
some farmers predict half a crop.” Louana— 
** Very little wheat sown in this vicinity, but what 
there is looks well; rye is a splendid crop; oats, 
bariey, and flax looking well; corn, which {s our 
principal crop, is backward, but has a good color 
now, and, should the season be favorable, will be 
@ good crop.” Algona—‘*Wheat and _ oth- 
er small grain are small, put of good col- 
or; corn good stand, but very backward.” 
New-Hampton—‘‘ Wheat and small grain . of 
all kinds are looking well; the corn prospects aro 
very poor.’’ The followingare from South-eastern 
Dakota: Aberdeen: “* Wheat and oats are looking 
fine; corn is rather backward; everything doing 
first-rate.” Buffalo Lake: !* Crops looking well; 

rospects for a good yield of wheat.: Oats and bar- 
ey not been so good for years; corn is a lit- 
tle backward on account of cold weather.” 
Big Stone City: “The crops are look fine 
exeepting corn; wheat average about eight inches 
high, and the prospect for alarge crop is flatter- 
ing; oats and potatoes doing well; corn looks bad 
and backward; weather cold and wet.’’ Dexter: 
“*Crops in this vicinity look very promising; acre- 
age willbe somewhat less than last year; corn 
crops somewhat backward, and some of the farm- 
ers are replanting.’’ Peterson; **Wheat never 
looked better: all other crops are looking well ex- 
cepting corn, which, though backward, is growing 
nicely, and promises to be a fair yield.” 


CHICAGO, June 21.—Another order for seed 
corn was received here to-day.

uence of the clearing weather in the South-west 
there was ajbear feeling on 'Change to-day in corn. 
The local tone was less weak, because our receipts 
were again small and not expected to improve 
much with better weather. There wasa pressure to 
sell early, and not very much doing in futures 
after the first hour, except in making changes from 
one month to another. The early pressure induced 
shippers to lower their views by the time that car 
lots came on the market, and they were steady 
through the remainder of the session. Several 
persons in the trade say there is not now any rea- 
sonable hope for a good crop of merchantable corn, 
There will undoubtedly be plenty of feed, but all 
over large areas the corn will not mature enough to 
enable it to be shipped from the farm. An order 
was received here to sell Early Rose or Peachblow 
potatoes, for October delivery in this market, at 50 
cents ver bushel, by the car-load on track. The 
promise for the potato crop is evidently good.

MOST REMARKABLE GAME 
EVER PLAYED. 

ASTOUNDING SCORE OF THE VETERAN PLAY- 
ERS‘OF YONKERS—DANGERS OF PLAYING 
ON AN EMPTY STOMACH—THE SURGEON’S 
CARE FOR THE WOUNDED—A HOTEL 
MAN’S MISFORTUNE. 

Undoubtedly one of the most remarkable 
games of base-ball ever witnessed in the United 
States was played yesterday in the Palisade 
Mountain House grounds, by the Veteran Base- 
ball Club.of Yonkers. It is safe to say that not 


one of the many spectators present ever saw or 
heard of such an‘exhibition of science. In some

: respects it exceeded the wildest hopes.of even the 


oldest members of the organization, who all de- 
clared themselves more than astonished at the is- 
sue. Arriving on the ground at 9:30 A. M., the 
club, according to its yearly custom since its or- 
ganization in 1878, proceeded to a clam-bake, by 
way of toning its muscles up to the necessary 
pitch. At this were; present the Hon. Henry F. 
Brevoort, President; the Hon.\E. A. Nichols, 
First Vice-President;; Col. Joseph L. Pro- 
seus, Second Vice-President; James Stew- 
art, Third Vice-President, (the other 19 
Vice-Presidents were unavoidably absent, 


having been unable to secure bail;) George W. 
White, Grand Secretary; E. O. Carpenter, Grand 
Treasurer; Jacob Read, Grand Caterer; Dr. Horace 
B. Pike, Grand Surgeon; the Rev. C. E. Allison, 
Grand Chaplain, and the Rev. John Read, First As- 
sistant Chaplain. (The 80 Sub-assistant Chaplains 
unfortunately were on special missionary service 
in Timbuctoo.) There were also 42 members pres- 
ent. The remainder, if any, had permanent en- 

‘agements at a public institution a few miles above 
Goakers. The efforts of the Grand Caterer tocor- 
ner the clam market for this particular bake had 
proved unsuccessful, and only about 270 barrels of 
the fruit had been secured. In the competition 
which followed Judge M. H. Ellis scored 19 plates 
of chowder in 17 minutes, followed by 13 trays of 
clams.

THE VETERANS’ PARADE. 


MARCH OF THE GRAND ARMY MEN THROUGH 
THE STREETS OF BALTIMORE. 

. Bautrmorge, June 21.—Trains arriving dur- 
ing last night and until 10 o’clock this morning, and 
the bay and Eastern Shore steamers, were crowded 
with delegations of Grand Army posts, visiting 
Militia, and strangers to witness the grand parade 
to-day. The early morning was cloudy and some- 
what threatening, but a pleasant breeze dispersed 
the clouds and rendered the temperature pleasant 
for marching. At 8 o’clock the city presented a 
holiday appearance. Baltimore-street, from its ex- 
treme western terminus to Broadway on the east, 
was bright with waving flags and gay bunting. 
Eutaw, Howard, Calvert, South, and other streets 
were also profusely hung with flags and streamers. 
Conspicuous for beauty and taste in their decora- 
tion were the American Building, at the corner of 
South and, Baltimore streets, and the Eutaw 
House, the head-quarters of the Grand Army. 
Even at this hour the streets and sidewalks in the 
central part of the city were crowded, and all 
windows and balconies from which the parade 


could be seen were filled with ladies and children in 
holiday attire. Delegations and posts with full 
ranks, and visiting military companies with 
bands and drum corps, were marching from 
the varicus depots and steamer landings 
toward Baltimore-street, out of which they 
moved toward et ag ei the general rendezvous. 
Gen. Sherman, with Col. Bacon, of his staff, ar- 
rived a little past 9 o’olock, and was met at the 
depot by ex-Mayor Latrobe and other members of 
the Reception Committee. President Arthur and 
party, including Secretary of State Frelinghuysen, 
Secretary of War Lincoln, Attorney-General 
Brewster, Mr. Brown, Chief Clerk of the State De- 
peer the Hon. Mr. Keifer, Speaker of the 
louse of Representatives; Gen. Hazen, and others, 
arrived at a later hour, and were met at Camden 
Station, from whence they were driven to the 
Mayor’s reception-rooms at the City Hall. There 
they were received by Mayor Whyte, Gov. Hamil- 
ton and staff,and many prominent citizens, in- 
cluding Mr. John W. Garrett, Enoch Pratt, and 
James A. Garey. 

The President and his party, who had been 
joined by Gen. Sherman, held a levee at the City 
Hall. The line of parade commenced forming 
about 9:30. The military division of the column 
under command of Gen. James R. Herbert, formed 
on Broadway, the right resting on Canton-avenue. 
The second division, under command of Gen. 
George 8S. Merrill, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, formed on Lombard- 
street, west, the right resting on Broadway, and 
the third division, consisting of other departments, 
headed by Maine, formed on _ Lonibard-street, 
east, the right resting on Broadway, the entire 
column under command of Gen. Romeyn B. Ayres, 
United States Army. The line of march moved about 
10:30 o'clock, the column being led by City Marshal 
Gray and Deputy Marshal Frey at the head of a 
battalion of mounted Police. Next came Gen. 
Ayres and staff, Police on foot, Gen. James R. 
Herbert and staff, Fifth Maryland National Guard 
Col. Brown, 10 companies, 322 muskets; Norfolk 
City Guards, Capt. C. A. Nash, 36 men; Old Do- 
minion Guards, Capt. Hudgins, 40 men; Richmond 
Light Infantry Bines, Capt. John S. Wise, 40 men; 
Bond Guards, Catonsville, Capt. D. P. Barnette, 40 
men; Governor’s Guard, of Annapolis, Capt. Lewis 
Green, 40 men; Towson Guards, of Baltimore 
County, Capt. Ridgeley, 40 men; Aiexandria (Va.)

Sherman. Afterpassing the City Hall, the column 
proceeded down Holliday-street to Exchange-place, 
a few blocks distant, where it was dismissed. The 
line occupied a littie over an hour passing the point 
of review. The distance of the march was about 
three and a half miles, and there were probably 
7,000 men in line. 

The sixteenth annual session of the National En- 
campment uf the Grand Army of the Republic was 
called to order at 1 o'clock at the Academy of 
Music by Commander-in-Chief George S. Merrill, 
with Col. William M. Olin, Adjutant-General, and 
Alfred ©. Monroe, Assistant. The roll call and 
reading of records was dispensed with. The re- 
ports of officers were called for and committees ap- 
pointed, after which the convention adjourned 
until 9 A. M. Thursday. The reports are all en- 
couraging, the order having been especially pros- 
perous in Ohio and Illinois. Ex-Union soldiers in 
the West are taking increased interest in the 
Grand Army. New posts have been installed 
in Kentucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Texas. The encampment has $4,000 
eash on hand, $5,000 invested in United States 
bonds and other assets amounting in all to over 
$12,000. The order numbers 100,000 members in 
good standing, an increase of 27,000 during the year.

OBSTINATE WORKING MEN. 


STRIKERS GETTING INTO A -BAD PLIGHT— 
WORK RESUMED WITHOUT UNION MEN. 
Cuicaco, June 21.—The condition of the 
strikers at Irondale is becoming pitiable. Their 
boasted reserve fund seems a myth, and many of 
them are actually suffering. They only grow more 
stubborn, however, preferring to depend on the 
town for support to yielding their point... The 
Hyde Park authorities have given notice that they 
will not, on any condition, give the strikers any aid. 
PITTSBURG, June 21,—The situation remains 
unchanged. At the head-quarters of the 
Amalgamated Association the members were 
jubilant over the news that the work- 
men of Everson, Macruam & (Co. at 
Scottdale, had joined the ranks of the strikers. 
This mill has been in operation with non-union men 


for three years, and their accession to the ranks 
was the occasion of a great deal of satisfaction 
to the association. The question of starting co- 
operative mills has n been agitated, and 
it is thought that if the strike continues 
much longer several mills will be started 
on that plan. Af the manufacturers’ head-quar- 
ters there was nothing new. Secretary Weeks 
said that the outlook to-day was bet- 
ter than at any previous lock-out at the 
end of the third week. He was in receipt ofa 
number of telegrams and letters from all points, 
and a determination to hold out against 
the advance was expressed in all of 
them. In the mining trouble the operators 
claim that they have men working‘in all but three 
pits, which were forced to shut down on account 
of the strike, but the miners deny this and as- 
sert that they have the best of the fight. 
A meeting of the finishing mill men, the heaters, 
rollers, &0., has been called for July 3. Secre- 
tary Martin says that he does not know 
what the men will do or talk about. 
President Jarrett says the meeting will not 
talk about the present strike. Twomanufacturers, 
however, said to-night that the meeting was 
ealled entirely on account of the _ existing 
strike and they believed it would result 
inasplit in the Amalgamated Association. This 
is hardly likely even in view of the present diffieul- 
ties. It looks now as though 2,000 iron-molders 
in this district would join the strikers. 

R. C. Wright, Superintentent of the foun- 
dry of Witherow & Gordon, at New-Castle, 
has posted notices that no unfon men 
will be employed in that establishment. 
in the future and all of the men have gone out on 
a strike except four. The men here say that one of 
the men who remains was at one time Grand Work- 
man of the Knights of Labor lodge in New-Castle, 
but that he was detected telling the foreman of 
the shop what had taken place at a lodge meeting 
and was expelled. Some time ago the firm sent 
nearly all its patterns to the Pittsburg foundries to 
have the orders filled. It is this which is lixely to 
produce a strike in this district. The Pittsburg 
men say they will not make work for 
a firm which has’ discharged its union 
men. They are willing to finish the old contracts, 
but will not begin any new work. A meeting is to 
be held to take action upon the matter. 

In the glass trade there is also a prospect of 
trouble among the workers on the 
Ist of August. There is now a difference 
of 22 per cent. between the wages 
paid by the Eastern and Western manufacturers. 
The Western men pay most, and they noti- 
fied the Eastern men that in August 
they must increase their pay oon the 
Western manufacturers will decrease theirs. The 
Western Association demands an equalization, 
and is supported by the officers of the Na- 
tional Glass-workers’ Association,? who say 
they will compel the Eastern men to raise their 
pey for labor. If there should beastrike of any 
length in the glass trade, there is no doubt that the 
men would start up more co-operative works, and 
as they could erect them in a couple of months 
they could go into the market ana force the other 
works to start up. 


BUFFALO, June 21.—The daily newspapers 
were issued as usual! yesterday and this morning. 
The strikers remain firm and are peaceable. The 
Courier, in its edition this morning, published a 
double-column advertisement for compositors at 
the prices demanded by the strikers—33 and 35 
cents for day and night work, respectively, and 
announced that none of the strikers need apply. 
In an editorial the Co«rier declares that it will not 
be coerced by any foreign organization. The pro- 
prietors of the Axpress have acceded to the de- 
mands of the striking printers, the new scale to go 
into effect on Monday next. The compositors 
have returned to their cases. 


Troy, June 21.—James Barter, one of the 
striking operatives of the Harmony Mills at Cohoes, 
was found lying near the railroad track in Green 
Island last night. He claimed to have been drugged 
and robbed in Troy. The Police, supposing that 
he was drunk, placed himin a cell, where he was 
found dead at midnight. An investigation is in 
progress. 


CxtcaGo, June 21.—The strike among the 
stevedores at the iron-ore docks of theJotiet Iron 
and Steel Works, which ted to the attack ona train 
and the wounding of Judge Pillsbury, a few days 
ago, came to an end to-day, the men returning to 
work. The strike was against the employment of 
non-union men. 


CLEVELAND, June 21.—The Booth Mill was 
started this morning making rods at the Cleveland 
Rolling Mill Company's Works, and the Siemens

OBITUARY.

DAVID THOMAS. 

David Thomas, the inventor of the system 
by which iron is now so successfully made by the 
use of anthracite coal as the oniy fuel, died on’ 
Tuesday at Catasauqua, Penn., in the eighty-eighth 
year of his age. Mr. Thomas was born Nov. 3, 
1794, near the town of Neath, County of Glamor- 
gan, South Wales, Great Britain. His father was a 
farmer, who could do little but make a living for 


himself and his family, but he managed to send 
David to the country school for a timo, where he 
learned to read and write Engtish, and also ob- 
tained a limited knowledge of arithmetic. In 1812, 
at the age of 18, the boy was sent to workina 
blast furnace at Neath Abbey, about two miles 
from the place of his birth. Only eoke was used in 
thisfurnace, and when. a few years later, young 
Thomas went to work in another place coke was 
still the only fuel that was thought practicable for 
the reduction ofiron ore. The furnace at this second 
place was built over a fine bed of anthracite coal, 
which was.almost as abundant as the iron ore in 
the region. Mr. Thomas conceived the idea that 
the coal and the iron being placed together in the 
earth were intended to be used together, and he 
began to experiment with furnaces and cupolas, 
and such blast as was used for making iron with 
coke. The strength of the blast, however, was in- 
adequate to blow furnaces with anthracite coal, 
and although its power was increased from time to 
time the experiments proved a failure. In 1836 Mr. 
Neflson, of Glasgow, successfully introduced the 
use of hot air with raw bituminous coal in the 
manufacture of fron, and Mr. Thomas saw in this 
the solution of bis difficulties. He saw that by 
making the air hot enough anthracite coal could be 
burned as readily as coke, and a coke furnace was 
prepared with the necessary ovens to heat the air. 
In oo 1837, this furnace was completed, 
and then for the first time in the history of 
the world iron was sucvessfully made with 
anthracite coal as the only fuel. The suceess 
of the experiment attracted the attention of the 
Directors of the Lenigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Thomas was in- 
duced to come to this country and start a furnace 
on the Lehigh River, in June, 1837. It proveda 
grand success, and he then began the construction 
of the Crane furnaces at Catasauqua, which are 
now so prominent in thelron trade of America. 
As aresult of Mr. Thomas’s discovery, the manu- 
facture of anthracite fron has become one of the 
leading industries of this-ecountry. At the time of 
his death he was the leading spirit of the Thomas 
Tron-works, in Lehigh Vailey, Penn., and had 
amassed a large fortune. He leavesa large family.

QUIET ALONG THE PIERS

THH STRIKE NEARLY STOPPING 
ALL FREIGHT HANDLING. 
& LITTLE WORK DOING} WITH THE AID OF 
GREEN HANDS AND; A FEW OLD MEN— 
SEVERAL FREIGHT "DEPOTS CLOSED. 


The busiest places on the river front are 
made the quietest by the strike of the treight- 
handlers employed on the railroad piers. Houses 
where hundreds of men are usually seen at work 
loading and unloading cars and trucks were’ 
yesterday deserted, and policemen paced up 
and down in front of the closed doors. 
The last of the houses was deserted ‘yesterday, and 
at not a single one did the regular force remain. 
Freight Superintendent’ Robb, of the Pennsylvania 
Road, said yesterday that the business of the rail- 
roads did not warrant'the advance asked, and, be- 
sides, the men were making $15 and $18 a week at 
the old wages. The green hands were becoming 
accustomed to the work, and in a short time would 
be able to perform it as well as the old hands. The 
worst difficulties had been.surmounted. Plenty of 
men couid be obtained. It was announced yester- 
day that the railroads would not eecede to the de- 
mands of the strikers. , 

At 10:30 o’clock in the morning the 18 men em- 
ployed on the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company’s 
pier, No. 18 North River, quit work, and all the 


handlers of railroad freight, save a hundred or so 
who had gone back in ones and twos, were out on 
strike. At 10 0’clock a procession of strikers was 
started at the St. Jonn’s Park freight-house of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad. It 
marched down West-street a short distance and 
back again. At2 o’clock in the afternoon 300 of 
the strikers in Jersey City came _ across 
the river on the Payonia ferry. They 
formed in line at the pier and marched 
through Chambers-street to Broadway and down 
Broadway to the Battery. At the Battery they 
were joined by 400 or 500 of the New-York men 
and marched through West-street four abreast. 
They were quiet and made no demonstration. 
When they reached the Desbrosses-street ferry- 
house they dropped out of the line and took a boat 
forhome. The New-York men continued up to 
the Thirtieth-street house of the New-York Cen- 
tral Railroad. There was no other demonstration 
yesterday. 

At the pier of the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, No. 50 East River, there was 
little doing yesterday. Seventy-five of the hands 
had struck, leeving only four of the old handlers. 
Twelve men living in the neighborhood who knew 
something of the work had been secured and the 
house was kept open. When the strikers marched 
up to the house the men concluded to — them. 
No freight was received at the Ere Railway pier, 
No. 8 East River, after noon yesterday. There 
were no men left on the pier and none could be se- 
cured. There were loaded trucks standing in 
front of the house when’ the doors were closed. 
The South-street station of the New-York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railroad was open and was 
receiving and discharging freight. The men ap- 
plied to Foreman Fenn for an advance yesterday, 
and he told them to continue work and he would 
+ecommend an increase in their wages. For the 
men employed in handling west-bound freight he 
secured an advance of.20 cents a day, making their 
wages equivalent to what was asked for. The 
yards of the New-York Central at Sixty-fifth-street 
ind Bleventh-avenue were jammed with cars yes- 
terday, and 100 Italians were struggling to keep 
traffic moving. At the Thirtieth-street yards of 
the road the force consisted of 175 day hands and 
50 night hands. The main part of the work here js 
usually done at night. The docks were full of 
barges, of which it seemed impossible to take care. 
The immigrauts cannot stand the work, which is 
very hard, and every day a number fall out, whose 
places are taken by others. The agent said he was 
vetting along very well. 

Only two doors of the great St. John’s Park 
nouse Were open yesterday, and 100 Italians were 
working dire confusion outside. Laight-street 
lock to West Broadway was crowded with trucks. 
A great many fights occurred among the truckmen 
who were struggling for —. The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad's house at Pier No. 39 North River 
evas opened at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon with 
anumber of Italians. One Italian in white trou- 
sers, a dress coat, and fancy-topped boots excited 
the ire of an Irishman and a free fight 
mearly ensued, Francis Leggett & Co. sent 
some of their own men down to 
the pier to unload trucks in order to 
secure the shipment of their freight. A notice was 
posted on the door of the Star Union Transporta- 
tion Compary’s pier, No. 38, announcing that no 
freight would be received. The amount of busi- 
ness done at Piers Nos. 20 and 21, where the Erie 
Company’s houses are situated, was not large. 
Superintendent Loomis,in charge of the New-York 
Central’s house at Pier No. 26, said he had all the 
men he wanted, and there were not many Italians 
among them either. ; 

The Superintendent. of the Hon. John H. Starin’s 
pier, No. 19, said that ‘his work was in good shape. 
The old hands were all back, and not only was the 
regular business being taken care of, but a great 
deal that came from the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey. the Erle, and the New-York Central,.to be 
carried by the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern. The meninthe Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western yards across the river were at work. At 
Pier No. 26, where local freight is received for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad between New-York and Phil- 
adelphia, and for the Midland Railroad of New-Jer- 
sey, about half of the usual force, which is 25, was 
at work. Some old hands who came back were 

aid the wages they demanded—20 cents an hour. 
“ifty men were at work on the piers of the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey, Nos. 12, 13. and 14. Twen- 
ty of them, it was said, were old hands, who re- 
turned to heip out. The usual force is 250, Every- 
thing that eame up to 2:30 in the afternoon was re- 
ceived, and at that hour the doors were closed to 
clear up the house. Heavy loads that came to the 
house during the day were sent across the river on 
the ferry-boats to be unloaded at the houses in 
Jersey City. The men worked Sunday to get 
off the freight, knowing that a_ strike 
was going to take place Monday, and they were 
praised for it yesterday by the Superintendent. 
Although the handlers had allleft the New-Jersey 
Southern Railroad's pier, No. 8, the business was 
transacted just the same. The boat hands yester- 
flav handled the fretght. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
voad’s houses at Piers Nos. 1, 8, 4, and 5 were 
zlosed. The steam-boat companies had no trouble 
whatever. About half of the usual force was at 
work in the canal basin at Coenties-slip. All the 
treight lines gave perishable freight the preference, 
and only sent other kinds when they could handle it. 

The Superintendent of the Labor Bureau at Cas- 
tle Garden said yesterday that the demand for 
abor in the country was far in excess of the sup- 
ply. There were really 50 applications for farm 
nands to every man who could be supplied. When 
some immigrants were told they could have all 
the work they wanted on the railroad piers, but 
that a strike was going on, they declined that-kind 
of employment. 

3arrigan’s Hall, at Desbrosses and Hudson streets, 
was crowded last night and hundreds of the strik- 
ers stood on the sidewalk outside unable to get in. 
John McAuley, of the St. John’s Park freight-house, 
presided over the meeting. He said it was not a 
ight against capital, but a movement to secure 
protection for the men. With a union the men 
sould win and without it they could not. George 
Ziair sent word that he would soon be in to ad- 
ress the meeting, but the Chairman told the mes- 
seuger that the men did not want to hear him as 
be belonged to a political organization—the 
Greenback-Laber Party. A petition which was 
sirculated among shippers by the handlers 
was read. It asked them to use thelr influence to 
induce the railroads to grant the advance of 3 
cents an hour on the ground of the increased 
cost of provisions and higher rates of rent. 
Jt was circulated two hours_yesterday and 
the following names secured: Francis Leggett 
& Co., Lawrence & Co., Brown, Wood & King- 
man, Chapman & Martin, W. L. Strong & 
Co., Coffin, Altemus & Co, W. Hen 
Smith & Co.. H. P. & W. P. Smith, Buckingham 
Paulson, Camden Woolen Mills; Harding, Calfey, 
Paine & Co., Excelsior Knitting Company; Teft, 
Weller & Co., Dale, Dutcher & Co., Case, Leland & 
Co.,and Rivinus, Rogers & Langford. A committee 
of three for each freight-house was appointed to 
arrange for forming a central union at 10 o’clock 
this morning. It was resolved to meet at St. John’s 
Park at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon and go to Jersey 
City to parade with the handlers there. When it 
was proposed to secure-a band, a laugh was raised 
by the suggestion that an Italian and a hagd-organ 
should be obtained to head the procession. A 
meeting will be held at the hall at8 o’clock to-night. 

In Jersey City the only serious difficulty experi- 
enced was at Lorillard’s tobacco factory, where 
che supply of raw material wasrunning short, but. 
it was obviated by sending aforce from the fac-’ 
tory to unload the tobacco, the strikers offering no 
objections. At the local offices-of the various roads. 
shippers are obliged to load their own freight. If 
they decline their shipments are refused. The only 
trouble made by the strikers:was on the arrival of 
the Northern berry train, at the Erie depot, at 1 
p’clock yesterday morning. The strikers threat-, 
ened the truckmen with violence if they under- 
ook to unload the fruit, but the prompt appear-. 
pnce of asquad of Police put them to flight.

GOOD PRICES FOR RARE COINS. 


~~. 
PAYING $505 FOR A BRASHER DOUBLOON 
IN MR. BUSHNELL’S COLLECTION. 


The sale of the collection of coins and med- 
als of the late Charles I. Bushnell, which was com- 
menced on Tuesday at the auction-rooms of Messrs. 
Bangs & Ce., was continued yesterday. The bid- 
ding was spirited and lively, and very good prices 
were obtained, the total sales reaching $2,858. The 
highest price paid was for the celebrated Ephraim 
Brasher doubloon, which was mentioned in 
THe Trmes of yesterday. This rare coin, 
which Mr. Bushnell valued at $1,000, was bid in 
by Mr. Edward Frossart, a dealer in numismat- 
ics, of Irvington, N. Y., for $505. There are only 
four of thesc doubloons known, the others being, 
respectively, in the collections of Messrs. Parmlee 
and Stickney, and the Unitea States Mint. The de- 
vice upon the obverse side is the sun rising from 


behind a mountain range, at the foot of which is 
the sea, and beneath the word, “ Brasher.” and 
the motto: ‘** Nova Eboraca Columbia Excelsior.” 
Upon the reverse an eagle is displayed bearing the 
United States shield upon its breast. The early 
United States coins of the State of New-York 
brought exceptionally good prices. The George 
Clinton penny, of 1787, was sold to the Chapmans, 
of Philadelphia, for $185; a penny of the same date, 
which brought $90 at the Mickley sale, and a 
George Washington penny of 1786 were sold to 
the same persons for $105 and $41, respectively. <A 
penny of the same series of 1787, was sold to Dr. 
Anthon, of this City, for $50. Mr. L. G. Parmlee, the 
well-known Boston numismatist, purchased a 
similar coin for $41, and the remainder of these 
pieces were sold at prices ranging from $5 to $22. 

The Philadelphia corporation shilling, which 
is considered unique, and was purchased by Mr. 
Bushnell at the Mickley sale for $30, was sold to 
Mr. Parmlee for $41. e Annapolis shilling, a 
unique coin of 1783, was also purchased by Aur, 
Parmilee for $110. Three other Maryland coins of 
the same date were purchased by the Chapmans for 
$10, $14, and $20 respectively. The Baltimore 
town threepence, of 1790, was sold tothe same gen- 
tlemen for $23. Three very rare Myddelton coins, 
of 1796, brought respectively $41 25, $27, and $24. An 
early Kentucky coin, which is considered unique,was 
sold to the Chapmans for $43. A number of for- 
eign medals brought prices ranging from a few 
cents to $11, the latter price being paid for an ex- 
tremely rare and beautiful silver medal, of 1780, 
of Catharine IT. of Russia. Upon the obverse side 
of the medal is the bust of Catharine, and upon 
the reverse Mercury is represented seated upon a 
cornucopia. with Neptune standing in a shell, 
upon whieh hang the arms of Russia, Sweden, 
England, and Holland. A captive 1s represented in 
the foreground and a naval scene in the back- 
ground. A silver medal, with the bust of Washing- 
ton Allston, the celebrated painter, upon its ob- 
verse side, which has previously commanded as 
high a price as $17. was sold for $9; a Hogarth meda! 
of 1848 brought $8 25, and a beautifully colored 
bronze medal of Sir Peter Paul Rubens was knoeked 
down for $10. The latter is very rare, and is consid- 
ered by numismetists one of the most magnificent 
medals extant. Another silyer medal bore the bust of 
Edwin Forrest and the words, ** Born tn the city of 
Philadelphia, Penn., March 9, 1806. Just to oppos- 
ers and to friends sincere.’”’ This was sold for 
$1150. The medals 6f numismatists brought com- 
paratively small prices, the largest amount paid 
being $5 50 for a bronze medal, of 1855, of Richard 
Sainthill. The early coins of the States, including 
Vermont, Massachusetts, and Connecticut, and the 
Nova Constellatio pieces. brought;small but satis- 
factory prices, the highest price paid being fora 
Massachusetts copper cent of 1787, which was pur- 
chased by Mr. Frossart for $25 75. Mr. Frossart 
also purchased a very rare dollar of the same date 
for $65 50. Several hundred *‘ store cards,’’ or ad- 
vertising coins, of very early dates were also sold 
at small prices, mostly to dealers. ‘To-day’s sule 
will commence with a number of Masonic and 
medical medals, and the sale will be continued to- 
morrow and Saturday.

THE SHOOTING OF OWEN FLOOD.

HIS QUARREL WITH POLICEMAN TULLY— 
AMPUTATION OF HIS LEG. 

Owen Flood, who early on Tuesday morn- 
ing received a shot in the left leg while struggling 
with Officer Michael Tully, of the Twenty-second 
Precinct, at Fifty-second-street and Seventh-ave- 
nue, is in a critical condition in the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital. It became necessary to amputate the leg 
between the knee and the hip, the bullet having 
taken a downward course and shattered the knee- 
joint so that there was danger of mortification. 
Flood was barely able to talk yesterday, but he 
told a reporter of THe Tiems his version of the 
affair. He was employed as bar-tender by Corne- 
lius Daly, at Fifty-second-street and Seventh-ave- 
nue. Monday afternoon, Maggie Daly, who lives 
in Fifty-sixth-street, called with her sister at the 
Seventh-avenue saloon to borrow an umbrella. 
Late that night she returned it and waited in the 
saloon, Fiood having promised to take her home. 
Between 1 and 2 o’clock Flood left the saloon 
with Maggie. He had the keys of the store and 
a box in which were the receipts of the day 
in his hands. As he was locking the front 
door from the outside Officer Tully sauntered 
up and said to Flood, **Where did you pick that 
‘crow’ up,”? meaning Maggie, who stood near 
enough to hear. Flood’stemper got the best of 
bim at this insinuation, as he believed Maggie to be 
respectable, and he told the officer it was none of 
his business. Then Tully insulted the girl grossly, 
and she said she was Flood’s sister, in order tostop 
trouble and shame the officer. Tully laughed at 
this, and Flood said, ** Don’t insult her; any wom- 
an who is in my company is under my _ protection, 
and must be considered respectable.”’ Tully ripped 
out an oath and brandished his clab. Flood said, 
**Don’t club me,” and Tully sounded an alarm rap. 
Fiood said, ‘* You don’t want auy help. If you wish 
to arrest me I]’ll go with youalone.”’ While saying 
this Flood attempted to put the money he had in 
his hand into his pocket, and saw Tully draw a re- 
volver. Flood caught the officer’s left hand and 
closed with him. While they were struggling the 
officer’s pistol was discharged and Flood was shot. 
Flood had a pistol in his pocket, but did not draw 
it. It had one chamber discharged, but Flood says 
it wasin that condition on Thursday, when his 
employer saw it and remarked about it. 

Capt. Killilea took Tully before Superintendent 
Walling yesterday. Hetold the story printed in 
Tue Times yesterday. and was corroborated by 
Officer Clifford, who answered the alarm i He 
declared that he saw Flooa with a pistol in his 
hand, and knocked him down. This was after the 
pistol-shot was fired. Tully became a poiiceman in 
1872. Capt. Killilea speaks well of him, and after 
taking him before the Superintendent yesterday, 
put him on duty on his regular post. ,

AND LOW PRICES. 
ESTIMATES BASED ON PAST SEASONS IN 
DELAWARE AND MARYLAND — OVER 

8,250,000 BASKETS TO BE SHIPPED, 


Unless this should prove a very exceptional 
year, there ough: to be no further dropping of 
young peaches from the trees, and should those 
which are now to be found on the trees in Dela- 
ware and Maryland remain there until ripened, 
there is no doubt that there will be a very abun- 
dant supply of this delicious fruit produced in those 
sections this season. The means for estimating 
the probabilities of the crop are not so good as in 
former years, when the railroads not only fur- 
nished the public with tabulatea accounts of the 
shipments of the previous year, but prepared and 
furnished to those requesting them careful esti- 
mates of the number of peach trees in good condi- 
tion and of their probable productiveness, within 
shipping distance of each railroad station along 
the line. When it is known that throughout the 
entire peach-producing section of the Delaware 
peninsula there is a railroad station within con- 
venient distance of each orchard, it will be readily 
seen that any systematic effort on the part of the 
railroad companies to gather such information 


through the different station-masters would result 
in an estimate approximating very near to 
accuracy. That the railroad still uses 
this means of getting such information 
there is no doubt, but they do not so freely give it 
to the public as in former years. The following 
statement, made by the railroad company—the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore—which 
reported over a portion of their road the entire 
fruit crop of the peninsula in 1872 and 1873, at a 
time when the cultivation of peaches on the penin- 
sula had reached its greatest extent, will prove 
of interest, as showing not only the extent of 
peach-culture, but the vast difference between 
shipments from the same stations in different years:

A few minutes devoted to the study of these 
figures shows some very curious results. In 1872 
there was shipped from Kirkwood upward of 
90,000 baskets of peaches, and the next season 
ouly eight baskets were furnished to the markets 
from that place. At Middletown, where the 
orchards invariably received all the care which 
rich, intelligent, and energetic farmers could give 
them. the crop of 1872 amounted to 625,000 
baskets, and that of the next year to but 
1,210 baskets. The number of baskets shipped 
by rail from New-Castle County in 1872 amounted 
to 1,104,904, and in 1878 to only — 12,856, 
while the amount which was gathered from 
the county immediately south of New-Castle was 
almost the same each year. Bridesville, in Sussex 
County, in 1872, when New-Castle County sent such 
agreatcropto the market, sent only 14,000 baskets, 
while the next year when the New-Castle Coun- 
ty crop was a failure, there was shipped north from 
Bridgeville 148,676 baskets of peaches, and the 
entire crop in Sussex County in 1872 was less than 
40,000 baskets, while in 1873 {it amounted to more 
than 525.000 baskets. One of the strangest facts 
shown is that Millington, in Kent County, Md., 
although the crop of 1873 was from 10 to 50 per 
cent. less than that of 1872 from all other sections 
in the county, actually had 20 per cent. more 
peaches tkan during the year previous. Link- 
wood, on the Delaware and Dorchester Railroad, 
shipped to the markets 60 per cent. more peaches 
in 1872 than in the following year, while every 
other station on the line of that road shipped a 
great many more in 1873 than in the previous year. 
East New-Market, on.one side of it, sent 11,374 bas- 
kets in 1872, and 22,208 in 1873, and Airey’s, on the 
other side, sent 899 baskets in 1872 and 7,872 baskets 
in 1873. Yet Linkwood sent 21,339 baskets in 1872, 
while it only sent 9,543 in 1873. 

It must be remembered that the average in 
peaches each year was about the same. When the 
datas,furnished Led the railroad company present 
such curious results, itis apparent that a reliable 
estimate of the probable yleld of the_ pres- 
ent, or any, peach crop from the Delaware 
Peninsulais a difficult one. This year seems to be 
an exceptional one in relation to the peach crop of 
the Delaware peninsula, as there appears to be no 
section of the peninsula where there is any proba- 
bility of a total failure of the crop. Taking up the 
peninsula in the same order in which these reports 
were made by the railroad companies may be of 
some aid in making an estimate. From along the 
Delaware Railroad and its extension, from Kirk- 
wood to Crisfield, a goodly quantity of peaches 
will be shipped from each station. The Superin- 
tendent of that road thinks the crop will aggre- 
gate as much as in 1875. It is scarcely possible that 
any one station north of Laurel will ship less 
than 10,000 baskets, while several of them will 
ship upward of 100,000, and it is not 
expecting too much to anticipate the shipment of 
at least 2,000,000 baskets of peaches from stations 
along this main line of railway. The Kent and 
Queen Anne County crop will be greater than 
that of 1872, and it is more than probable that up- 
ward of 5,000,000 baskets will be shipped from the 
two counties. There will be more peathes from 
the Ola Dominion‘s system of railroads than ever 
before, and it is safe to assume that upward of 
100,000 baskets will be grown along the line of 
those roads. The Delaware and Dorchester crop 
will be greater than that of 1873, and from 75,000 to 
100,000 baskets may be expected from this section. 
Along the waters of the Delaware and Chesapeake 
a great many peaches are grown which are not 
sent tothe market by railroad, and this season 
there is every prospect that the Bay Shore orchards 
will produce as great crops as ever before. There 
are perhaps not more than half the number of 
acres in peaches along this shore as there was in 
1875, when the greatest crop known was gathered, 
but there are enough to produce upward of a mil- 
lion baskets, and inall probability that number 
will be produced. 

From these figures it would appear that not less 
than 8,250,000 baskets of gg will be 
grown this season for the _ market. It 
is said that the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany have arranged for the _ transportation 
of upward of 4,000,000 baskets this. season, but 
nearly all the practical growers and sellers of 

eaches say that such a yield seems pr gore 

here never has been more than 6,000,000 of baskets 


produced on the peninsula, and that was ata time. 


when the peach craze was atits height and New- 
Castie County, the richest county on the peninsula, 
grew more than a third of thecrop. Since that 
time the acreage of peach orchards in New-Castle 
County has been reduced fully 78 per cent., and it 
isiscarcely:probable that more than 500,000 baskets 
will be produced this season in that county. There 
is 80 per cent. less peach trees in Delaware than 
in 1875, and less in Lower Maryland, while 
there has been no increase anywhere, but i 

Kent and Queen Anne Counties in Maryland. 
Should the reputed figures of the railroad company 
prove to be correct, it will make peaches very c nee 
in the market, as a crop of 3,000,000 of baskets will 
permit only very fine peaches tn sell for more than 
$1 per basket, and cause fair quality to sell as low 
as 60 cents, at which price the grower scarcely gets 
any return whatever. The season will open, as 
usual, with the early Beatrice in great abund- 
ance, follewed by the Hales, which will be even 
more abundant, and neither peach can 
be marketed in-goed condition. Of the two, 
however, the early Beatrice ig the poorer. 
The only thing that it has to recommend it is that 


it is the ongtiort peach to ripen, and is very highly 
colored. The Hale’s Early is really a deliciously 
flavored peach when ripe, but to get it to market 
in selling condition it is necessary to pack it too 
green, and gonseqaaatiy the  banarel public know 
nothing of the merits of a Hale’s Early peach. The 
peaches t) season will, in all probability, be 

infericr quality, as scarcely a tree on the peninsula 
escaped injury trom the severity of the Winter of 
1880-81, and many thousand trees were killed out- 
right. Thisseason so far has been favorable for the 
trees, and it js to be hoped that it will continue so 
until the end. The first early Beatrice from the 
peninsula should be shipped about the 15th of 
duly from the vicinity of Pokomoke City, Md. 
There will be a good crop of Troth’s Early at 
Bridgeville and the upper part of Sussex County, 
but no early Yorks. These peaches ripen in the 
order of their naming, and there is full 15 days be- 
tweon the first and the last variety. There may be 
ascarcity of Crawfords, the most luscious of all 
peaches, but there will be a great abundance of 
Smocks, the best preserving and canning peach. 


THE GERMAN SHOOTING FESTIVAL.

CLOSE OF THE TOURNAMENT AT UNION HILL 
-—CROWNING THE KING. 


Having devoted the greater part of the first 
day of the Spring prize meeting to festivities the 


members of the New-York Schuetzen Corps settled , 


down to hard work yesterday. Shooting began at 
9 A. M., and darkness fell upon the park on Union 
Hill, Hoboken, before every member was free to 
acknowledge that he had obtained satisfaction. 
The members of the corps, who alone were eligible 
to contest for prizes onthe double-headed eagle, 
continued in their efforts to dismember the bird in 
scientific fashion until noon, when Capt. Busch 
said that at the rate in which they were progressing, 
the claws might be shot away by Christmas. 
He decided, therefore, that the riflemen 
might aim at any part of the eagle 
that they pleased, and that every member who 


should dislodge a section of the target should be 
entitled to a prize. The last piece of the eagle was 
shot away at 5 o’clock by ex-Alderman Valentine 
Cook, of this City, who was honored with a crown 
as King. He will be entitled to wear a handsome 
gold badge until the next annual prize meeting. 
The coronation ceremonies took place in an orna- 
mental pagoda on the smoothly shaven lawn. Fifty 
young ladies dressed in white surrounded the for- 
tunate recipient of royal honors. No Emperor of 
ancient times ever received a greater amount of 
obeisance in proportion to the size of his Court, and 
when nis Royal Highness condescended to select 
the tiniest of the fairtes and impressed a royal kiss 
upon her brow, the enthusiasm of the populace 
was unbounded. 

During the afternoon the New-York City and 
Independent Schuetzen Corps arrived and were en- 
tertained at the club-house. As it was the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of Capt. Busch’s connection with 
the organization, the Independent Corps presented 
him with a silver crown and he receiv a hand- 
some gold badge commemorative of the occasion 
from the New-York City Schuetzen Corps.

RECEIVERS TO PAY DIVIDENDS.

THE CONTINENTAL, GLOBE MUTUAL, AND 
NATIONAL TRUST COMPANIES’ CASES. 

Ever since May 25, when the marble build- 
ing of the Continental Life Insurance Company 
was sold at auction for $462,500 in cash, the policy- 
nolders and other creditors have been expecting 
from day to day to learn of some announcement 
of adividend, and many have become impatient 
and clamorous because such an announcement has 
not been made. Deputy Attorney-General Keeler, 
who {is now in the City making inquiries as to the 
condition of various corporation Receiverships, 
told a Times reporter yesterday that a dividend of 


no less than 8 per cent. would be paid to the policy- 
holders of the Continental Company, beginning on 
Aug. 1 at the latest. The liabilities of that corpo- 
ration are, in round numbers, about $5,000,000. 
The cash in the Receiver’s hands amounts to about 
$600,000. There are, however, claims in litigation 
against the Receiver for perhaps $200,000. These 
include the costs of intervenors to the amount of 
$40,000, The legality of this latter charge is yet to be 
passed upon by the Court of Appeals, where the 
matter is to be argued on Tuesday next. An early 
decision is expected. The Receiver might begin 
paying an8& per cent. dividend by the ist of July, 
but the Attorney-General hopes that, by holding 
over for a month, a larger dividend may be de- 
clared. Mr. Keeler wishes to warn policy-holders 
against the man Hartmann, who figured in the 
recent insurance Receivership investigation, and 
who has issued a circular offering to buy up claims 
against the Continental for about 8 per cent. of 
their face value. As the dividend will certainly be 
no less than 8 per cent., it would be folly for the 
depositors to give Hartmann so big a fee for no- 
thing. The Globe Mutual Life Insurance Compa- 
ny’s policy-holders will also be paid a dividend 
about the Ist of August. 

Mr. Keeler has just examined the accounting of 
William J. Best, as Receiver of the National Trust 
Company. It seems that the depositors of the 
company have beeu paid in full, and that the Re- 
ceiver has about $40,000 in his possession, which he 
may begin paying to the stockholders within 30 
days. ‘There are about 375 stockholders holding 
shares whose aggregate par value is $940,000. Suits 
— the company are now pending involving 
about $60,000, but they will probably not be brought 
to trial before Fall.

The Governing Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change held a long session yesterday.
